Ashland, Ky.. Dec. 17.—[Special.]— 
Capt. Spriggs. Shade Daniels. Harrison 
Spencer. Curtis Adams. Sam Harmon 
and Winfield Daniels, the majority of 
the crew of the push-boat which left 
Preatonsburg yesterday afternoon, lie 
dead at the mouth of Beaver creek from 
the effect* of drinking wood alcohol, 
while John Goble. Ike Deroimett and 
Tom Salmon lie at death’s door from 
the same cause. 

The boat left Prcestonsburg. the pres¬ 
ent terminus of the Big Sandy railway, 
with a cargo of general freight for 
Pikevllle. In the cargo was a can of 
wood alcohol consigned to the photog¬ 
rapher at Pikevllle. The boat was ov¬ 
ertaken In the darkness a<t the mouth 
of Beaver creek and put Into port for 
the night. Supper was prepared and the 
tarpaulin* were spread and one of the 
crew discovered the can of alcohol. Re¬ 
turning to the cabin he suggested to 
his companions that they take their 
Christmas. The can was opened and 
the drinks prepared. When they sat 
down to supper all became violently III. 
No one of the crew being able to go for 
medical assistance, six of those who 
had partaken of the poison were dead 
within an hour. All nine men were 
residents of PaJntavIlle. The bodies 
were taken to PalntaviUe at noon to¬ 
day, where County Judge Rice had cof¬ 
fins at the deport to reoelve them. 

SIX COFFINS ORDERED 

For the Victims of the Wood Alcohol 
Poisoning. 

Palntsvllle, Ky., Dec. 17.—[Special.]— 
Judge Rice, of the County Court, to¬ 
day received notice to have six coffins 
at the depot to receive the bodies of 
Capt. Spriggs, Shade Daniels. Harrison 
Spencer, Curtis Adams, Sam Harmon 
and Wtnkfleld Daniels, w T ho died last 
night at the mouth of Beaver creek 
from drinking wood alcohol. They were 
members of the crew of the push-boat 
whioh left Preatonsburg yeoterday with 
a load of freight for Pikevllle. At dark 
last night they put into port and after 
supper one of the crew came Into the 
cabin and suggested that they have 
their Christmas. In the freight was a 
can of wood alcohol consigned to a 
photographer at Pikevllle. The drinks 
w’ere prepared and all partook freely. 
They became violently 111 and no one 
being able to go for assistance all died 
within a few hours. 

PHYSICIANS WORKING HARD 

To Save Surviving Victims of the 
Wholesale Poisoning. 

Prestonsbuirg. Ky., Dec. 17.—[Special.] 
—John Goble, Ike Deroseett and Tom. 
Salmon, three of the nine men poisoned 
last night at the mouth of Beaver creek 
by drinking wood alcohol, w*ere brought 
here early this morning. Despite the 
fact that physicians have been working 
wflth the patients ever since they ar¬ 
rived. they are expetTted to die at any 
moment. The men have never been in 
a condition to tell anything about the 
accident. Their suffering seems to be 
of the most excruciating kind. All the 
men are from Johnson county and were 
In the employ of Capt. John H tan ley. 
who runs a Une of push freight boats 
along the river In the mountains. Noth¬ 
ing In years ha* created so much ex¬ 
citement amoTjg the people as this ter¬ 
rible accident. The town has been full 
of people all day eager to see the suf¬ 
fering men and learn about the affair. 


Loss Estimated By the Owner At 
$30,000. Over and Above 
Insurance. 


EFFORTS TO SAVE IN VAIN. 


The handsome suburban home of 
William Patterson, wfefoh was account¬ 
ed one of the prettiest country homes 
at Anchorage, was destroyed by fire 
between 5 and 6 o’clock yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon. together wdth the greater part 
of the rich furnishings, entailing a loss 
estimated by Mr. Patterson at $30,000 
over and above all Insurance carried 
on the residence and Interior furnish¬ 
ings. 

In addition to the devastation from 
the fire thieves looted the premise* of 
valuable silverware, rare bric-a-brac, 
fine old paintings, rich chinaware and 
other valuables to the amount of sev¬ 
eral thousand dollars, Iti spite of the 
vigilance of Mr Patterson and the 
neighbors who were attracted to his 
home. 

The boldness of tfie thieves who car¬ 
ried off In armloads the valuable fur¬ 
nishings was startling to those who 
witnessed It. Not only did they take 
away such artlclee as they could carry 
from the house, but they broke Into 
the basement of a cottage that stood 
near the main residence building ami 
stole old wines and liquors valued by 
Mr. Patterson at $1,000. These liquors 
constituted the contents of a supple¬ 
mental wine cellar, tne main cellar be¬ 
ing under the residence.^ 

• • • 

Several Cabinets Removed. 

The Joss from breakage of fine china- 
ware, aside from that stolen, will be 
larg?. Several cabinets, filled with val¬ 
uable chinaw'are. were removed from 
the burning building, but an investi¬ 
gation of them after the fire showed 
that nearly all of it had been broken, 
ruining every set. Moiit of the china- 
ware owned by Mr. Patterson was pur¬ 
chased abroad and wa* valuable. Of 
seventy plates, of an- average cost each 
of $45, all were missing but twelve 
when a hurried inventory was taken 
late last night. 

A number of oil paintings, for w-htch 
Mr. Patterson paid large prices in the 
art galleries of Europe and tMs coun¬ 
try, are known to have been taken 
from the building. The two cottages 
wb'-re the saivwge -was stored were 
searched In vain for the more valuable 
furnishings. 

Mr. Patterson, who was at home 
when the fire originated, and who re¬ 
moved much of the more valuable fur¬ 
nishings from the house, said last night 
that silverware worth $2,000 was In the 
house at the time of the fire, but that 
he had been unable to find but little of 
It after a careful search of the goods 
saved. He said he had taken several 
rich pieces from the house and that it 
was mlselng. 

‘‘I am confident It was stolon after I 
left It In the yard. I believe I Ijave 
been robbed of property w’orth $1^,000 
to me to-night.’* said Mr. Patterson.

KENTUCKY UNIVERSITY 

WANTS LAW DEPARTMENT. 


Executive Committed Will Recom¬ 
mend Its Re-establishment To 
Board of Curators. 


Lexington. Ky.. Dec. 17.—[Special.]— 
At a meeting of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the Board of Curators of Ken¬ 
tucky University, consisting of James 
M. Graves, l>eonard G. Cox. W. W. 
Estlli, J. T. Vance and President Bur¬ 
ris A. Jenkins, it was decided to sug¬ 
gest to the Board of Curators that they 
re-establish the law school of the Uni¬ 
versity. The subject haa been before 
the board several times before, and 
they are desirous of bringing about a 
revival of the law department. Fre¬ 
quent and numerous applications have 
have been made to President Jenkins 
by young men from all parts of the 
State of Kentucky and the South, and 
he has had the establishment In mind 
for some time. Judge Lyman Chalk- 
ley. who has recently removed here 
from Virginia, appeared before the 
board and stated his views on the sub¬ 
ject. and during the past two days he 
and President Jenkins have made a 
canvass to determine what material 
there is for a school for the next six 
months. They pronounce the canvass 
very* successful, and it is believed the 
Board of Curators will take the matter 
up and reach a decision within the next 
few daya 


The cause of the fire Is unknown, bift 
Is believed to have originated from the 
library chimney, as It was first discov¬ 
ered burning through the roof beside 
the chimney. It was discovered by Wil¬ 
liam David Patterson, the twelve-year- 
old son of Mr. Patterson. The boy had 
occasion to go out In the yard about 5 
o'clock, when he saw a small tongue of 
flame shooting up beside the library 
chimney. He ran into the house and 
notified his father, who hurried up to 
the library to find the celling burning 
about the chimney. Mr. Patterson 
rushed downstairs and notified Henry 
Thomas, the hired man, and together 
they attempted to extinguish the blaze, 
but found their efforts fruitless. They 
at once commenced the work of remov¬ 
ing the furnishings, but In a short time, 
according to Mr. Patterson, the entire 
building was enveloped in flames. 

• • • 

Attempt To Save Property. 

Half an hour after the fire started 
the people from the Lakeland Asylum 
began Arriving and assisting In the 
work of saving the household effects on 
the lower floors, but everything in the 
upper rooms, except a few trinkets, was 
destroyed. All the salvage was taken 
from the first floor, which was placed 
in the yard about the building, and R 
was from the yard that It was taken 
by the looters. 

SteAm fitters were at work in the 
building yesterday* repairing the heat¬ 
ing apparatus. And Mr. Patterson 
thinks it possible that the fire was 
started from a candle used by the 
workmen. He saye he reached his home 
from Louisville about 4 o’clock, and 
that the men were then busy In the 
upper Apartments. William David, his 
little son, had been at home during the 
day. and was with the workmen until 
a short time before the fire was dis¬ 
covered by* him. He told hie father 
that no one had been In the attic over 
the library, where the fire was first 
seen. The steamfltters told Mr. Pat¬ 
terson they had not been near the plac* 
where the fire broke out, and that they 
had no occasion to use a light any¬ 
where near tha-orlgin of the fire.

AUTHORITY OF THE CHURCH IS 
SUPREME. 


“SEALING” IN THE TEMPLE. 


Washington. Dec. 17.—When the Sen. 
• tor Smoot Investigation was reeumed 
to-day Charles M. Jackson, chairman of 
the Democratic State Committee of 
Idaho, was again called to the stand. 
He Is the witness who testified yester¬ 
day in regard tc Mormon interference 
In political affairs- The examination 
followed similar line* to-day. As an 
illustration of the local church issue in 
the last election Mr. Jackson said the 
vote for Gooding, Republican, candi¬ 
date for Governor, ran behind the vote 
for Roosevelt In Gentile countle* and 
ahead of Roosevelt in the Mormon 
counties: while the vote for Hettfeld, 
Democratic candidate for Governor, ran 
ahead of Parker in the Gentile coun¬ 
ties and behind Parker in the Mormon 
counties. The Influence of the Mor¬ 
mons was shown, said the witness, by 
the fact that the Democrats and In¬ 
dependents were unable to get chair¬ 
men of political meetings held in Mor¬ 
mon counties without the aid of Mor¬ 
mons. 

• * • 

Republican Revelation. 

On cross-examination Mr. Jackson 
*aid that Apostles Matthias Cowley and 
John Henry Smith were among those 
who went into Id.iho and told the peo¬ 
ple that there had been a revelation 
that they should vote the Republican 
ticket. Questioned by Attorney Van- 
cot t, representing Senator Smoot, the 
witness said he never had heard these 
apostles declare that There had been 
«uch revelation®: that It has always 
been taken for granted there has been 
a revelation, when a Mormon apostle 
appears in Idaho to direct political af¬ 
fairs. Cross-examination drew from' the 
witness that he knew only from gen¬ 
eral repute of these affairs and that 
his statements, made yesterday, con¬ 
cerning sugar legislation and bounties, 
were based on the same information. 
He asserted, however, tha^ it is well 
known that the Mormons had asked 
the Legislature to pas* the sugar boun¬ 
ty law and wanted it- for the reason 
that sugar manufactured has been 
hailed as a Mormon Institution In Idaho 
“and the Mormons get everything they 
nsk in Idaho, whether it is a Repub¬ 
lican or Democratic Legislature/’ ha 
said. 

Attorney Vancott produced a table 
showing the election returns In Idaho 
Jn 1904 and attempted to prove that 
if the vote for Governor in the six 
Mormon counties had been thrown out. 
Gooding, the Republican candidate, 
would have received still a plurality of 
more than 2 , 000 . Mr. Jackson oom- 
Imted this .statement • by calling atten¬ 
tion to the fact that In practically all 
of the Gentile countie* there are Mor¬ 
mon settlements, which voted for Mr. 
Gooding. The witness said he did not 
know whether Mr. Gooding is a Mor¬ 
mon: that he had heard as many people 
say he is os say he Is not. 

• • • 

Twenty Thousand Mormon Votes. 


Mr. Vancott brought our the fact 
that there were about 20.000 Mormon 
votes out of a total of 60,000 vote* in 
Die State. 

Mr. Jackson contended that there 
•were "Jack Mormons." or Gentiles, who 
are Mormon in political affairs, who 
are able to control elections. 

Mr Jackson, in answer to questions 
by Chairman Burrows, told of the pass¬ 
age of a resolution by the Idaho Legis¬ 
lature calling a constitutional conven¬ 
tion. He said the resolution created no 
comment, ami. In fact. Us purpose was 
ignored until Senator DuBois had writ¬ 
ten a letter calling attention to the 
fact that such a convention could re¬ 
peal the Idaho tests against polygamy. 
Mr. Jackson eold the resolution had 
been put through the Legislature on 
the advice of Apostle John Henry 
fimith. 

Mr. Vancott asked if the Attorney 
General, who rendered the decisions de¬ 
claring the resolution was improperly 
passed, was not and is not now a Mor¬ 
mon, to which the witness answered In 
tho affirmative. Mr. Vancott brought 
out the fact that there were only nine 
Mormons in the Legislature which 
passed the resolution calling for a con¬ 
stitutional convention, but Mr. Jackson 
added that members from counties 
where the Mormons held the balance of 
power were ur.tl-r Mormon influence. 

John Nicholson. Chief Recorder of 
Balt Lake Temple, was retailed. He 
seated that the record he brought con¬ 
tains nil of the marriages that have 
been solemnized in the Temple since 

when the book was opened. 

• • • 

Record Books Numerous. 

Then the witness explained that there 
1 *; another book in which nre recorded 
the sealings of men and women who 
have been married outside of the 
Church He was asked If there were still 
orhet bo.*ks and replied that th* vari¬ 
ous religious processes ench have a 
book. More than fifteen minutes was 
consumed by Mr. Taylor in a futile ef¬ 
fort to draw from Mr. Nicholson the 
proper name of the other book referred 
to and some reason why ft had not been 
brought In response to th* subpoena 
issued by the Senate Committee. 

Senator McComas then ask*d the wit. 
r.ssa and likewise was unsuccessful- 
"You are the keeper of this other 
bock. are you not?" he asked, 

••Well, not the particular one." 

"Rut you know where it is?" 

Pena tor persisted. 

"I suppose I do." was th? response 
"Then why did you not bring p?”

Receive Blessing In Temple. 

Mr. Nicholson described the second 
book as a record of sealings of people 
who go Into the Temple, having b^n 
rrmrrl~d outside, to receive a blessing 
This* blessing, he said, was in the form 
of a seal, and such records are-not put 
in the marriage book. 

"Are there records in the book you 
h;*ve her* of the sealing of a man to i 
plural wife when he already has a legal 
wife?" asked Senator McComas. 

X<», sir." said the witness, "and," he 
added. "I am satisfied there never has 
been ;uiy such case In the period cov- 
er«*d by this bonk.” 

He repeated that the record* which 
he J brought with him are those of mar¬ 
riages of people who under the law 
have a right ti> marry. The witness 
would not admit he knew where to find 
the book of sealing of living persons 
previously married.

Xhe major part of the fleet is now’ in 
the vicinity of Obok and’Aden. Of tl)e 
character of the Baltic fleet a writer in 
the National Review’, of London, says: 

"The main strength of Admiral Ro- 
Jeatvensky's command lies in his seven 
battleships. Four of these—the SUva- 
rov, Orel, Borodino and Alexander III. 
—are perfectly new and among the best 
battleships aflont. They st*am seven¬ 
teen to eighteen knots, carry four 
twelve-inch and t weirs six-Inch guns- 


and are protected by nine-inch Kmpp j 
armor on the water line. They are far 
better ships tliaji our Canopus class, of 
which we maintain four on, the China 
Station, and are little. If at all, inferior 
to our best battleships in commission. 

"Thero is another modern battleship, 
the Oslabin, carrying' ten-inch instead 
of twelve-inch guns, and one less six- 
inch weapon than the Suvarov class, 
with a slightly greater speed. The oth¬ 
er two battleships—the Sirsolvellki and 
Navarin—are old and much smaller, but 
they carry formidable artillery in the 


shape of four twelve-inch guns and six 
or eight six-inch weapons apiece, while 
their armor Is thick, if of poor quality. 
They are slow, however, bad sea boats 
and great consumers of coal. Ao that 
for such nn enterprise as a long voy¬ 
age, which Is to he followed immediate¬ 
ly by a severe eampidgn. they appear 
ill adapted. The total value In points 
of the battle squadron is six, according 
to Mr. Jane's system of calculation. 

"The cruisers of the fleet are nine in 
number, five of them of good speed and 
modern design, though without armor 
protecting their guns, if we except the 


Oleg. These are the Oleg, Jemtchu-g, 
Izumrud, Almaz and Aurora, steaming 
from nineteen to twenty-three knots, 
ftnd all new ships. There are four older 
cruisers, three of which—the Admiral 
Nakhimov. Kornilov and Dmitri Dons- 
koi—have been entirely reconstructed 
and modernized, eo that they are more 
effective than would at first sight ap¬ 
pear. Tim third of the older cruiser* 
is the Svietlana. which Is still capable 
of good service. There are twelve de¬ 
stroyers of a type buljt for hard work 
at sea, and In some respects resembling 
the latent British model. One of these 


vessels was obtained from England 
during the war, under circumstances 
which reflect discredit upon the vigil¬ 
ance of the British Government A 
host of armed transports, volunteer 
: cruisers, repairing ships, store ships 
and colliers accompanies the squadron. 
I The transports are for the most part 
well-known mail boats purchased In 
Germany, and are very fast at sea, 
carrying an armament of six inch and 
4.7-inch guns. The volunteer cruisers 
are also armed steamers of high speed, 
serviceable for scouting or for the at¬ 
tack upon commerce."

Witness With Three Wives. 


William Budge, of Paris, Ida., testi¬ 
fied that he has three wives and that 
he has had three children born since 
the manifesto of Ut*o All of his wives 
yiuu should thereafter obey tb* lafrs live in Paris, and he testified that he 


does not live with one to the exclusion 
of the others. M-o^t of the children 
are grown and live In Idaho. Of these 
children he testified that one son is a 
Judge of the District Court, one 3 on 
Prosey‘.u*ting Attorney In Bear Lake 
county, one aon-ln-law, H. Smith Wool- 
ey. is Chief Assayer of the Mint at 
Boise City, and one daughter Is Post¬ 
master at Paris. Of himself he ad¬ 
mitted that he is the most prominent 
Mormon In Idaho, having served In the 
State Senate and otherwise taken a 
lending part In church affairs. Mr. Tay¬ 
ler put irfiio t*he record a long open 
letter written by Mr. Budge ora the sub¬ 
ject of the fight made by Senator Du¬ 
bois for "an unwarranted persecution" 
of the church and charged him with 
misrepresenting conditions In the State. 

Senator Dubois asked a groat many 
( 4 ue«jtlons relating to the present condi¬ 
tion In Idaho and the Mormon partici¬ 
pation in politics. This resulted in a 
discussion between the Senator and the 
witness concerning these subjects and 
the positions they had taken. Mr. 
Budge reminded Mr. Dubois that he 
had promised to work to repeal the 
Idaho test oafth and the Senator replied 
that it was true because he then 
thought the manifest© was sincere.

Would Not Forsake His Family.

John Henry Smith, of Salt Lake City, 
testified thAt he became an apostle of 
the church in 1888 and is the second in 
rank. He has two wives and fifteen 
living children, four haring died. He 
could not say how many of the living 
children of his plurtil wife were born 
since the manifesto, but thought four. 


He testified that he was one of the 
signers of the application for amnesty. 
Asked concerning his failure to prac¬ 
tice ‘the agreement he thus made, he 

said: 

"Nobody can take from me my fam 
lly. I am responsible to them and to 
God alone and if my countrymen choose 
to punish me t shall have to suffer the 
consequences." 

The testimony of Apostle Smith in 
regard to his duties toward 'the laws 
and his families wns similar to that 
given by President Joseph Smith when 
he appeared before the committee last 
spring. 

The wltners said he realized that 
| those who disobeyed the laws were 
amenable to the courts. He quoted 
President Smith as saying that he had 
not married Abram Cannon and Lll- 
; lian Hamlin. 

Asked If he had ever concerned him¬ 
self about the fact that an apostle of 
the church had taken a fourth wife six 
years after the manifesto. Mr. Smith 
replied that he felt that every man was 
amenable to the laws; that the courts 
have Jurisdiction, and that he was not 
responsible for the acts of his associ¬ 
ates. moral or otherwise. 

Mr. Tayler told the witness that the 
.answer did not app^r candid. Mr. 
Smith answered; "If I were a grand 
Juryman and satisfactory*evidence were 
presented to rne of the facts you have 
stated I would huve Indicted the de¬ 
fendant." Further than this Mr. Smith 
aaid he could not answer. Apostle Smith 
told of his visit to Idaho for the pur¬ 
pose of having the test oath removed 
from the Constitution. 

Tlu^ committee adjourned the hearing 
until Monday, when Apostle Smith will 
cuntftroc his testimony.

A RUSH OF STIFLING SMOKE 


FIRST INTIMATION THAT THE 
STEAMER WAS ON FIRE. 


RESCUE OF THE SURVIVORS. 


N*w York. Deo. 17.—By the burning 
of the Sta^Jn Lira© steamer Glen Island 
lh Dong Ieri&nd Bound to-<ixy nine Uvea 
were lost *tn<l property roughly esti¬ 
mated* at a quarter c X a mill km dollar* 
wm destroyed. Tit at more lives were 
not sat’rtrfloed undoubtedly was due to 
the personal courage of the officers and 
crew and the excellent discipline main¬ 
tained* When a horrible death for all 
seemed almost a certainty.

The Glen Island left her dock here 
at 9:30 o'clock last night on her regu¬ 
lar trip for New HUven. Juist -before 
midnight Capt. McAllister left tihe pllot- 
•houfe and went below for his midnight 
lunch. At that time there was no In¬ 
dication of trouble of any kind, but 
hardly had the Captain reached the 
galley when there come a rush of 
j stifling smoke from the hold of the 
steamer and every electric lght on 
board* the craft was extinguished, 

Oapt. Mc«All lister «*n/t In the alarm 
for fire drill cuul the men came tum¬ 
bling out of tibelr trunks. In the mean¬ 
time the steering gear had been blocked 
and the pilot*, finding themselves un¬ 
able to direct the course of the steam¬ 
er, hurried to the a*$!xtance of the 
other member* of the crewi in paving 
lives. 

Copt. McAllister ordered MriMullin to 
go to the hurricane deck and loosen one 
of the boats, while he went to the main 
deck and tried to loosen the two large 
lifeboat*.

A Lifeboat Loosened. 

Capt, McAllister managed to loosen 
the port lifeboat. The other lifeboat 
was fnoxen to the davits-, but a smaller 
one was soon ready to be lowered 
away. 

The woman who lost her life had b?en 
aroused by the stewardess and was 
on her way to one of the boats wjien 
ehe suddenly turned and dashed back 
Into the flaming cabin) It 1 * supposed 
that she went back for her valuables. 
She was not seen again, and must have 
perished. In the huge boat fifteen peo¬ 
ple were afloat. They Included the 
eight rescued pasaen-gers and seven of 
the crew. Including the Captain. The 
wrJaUer boat, which Pilot McMuKUn 
had managed to free, carried seven 
passenger*. The two b .at* w-?re rowel 
a* far away from the burning steam¬ 
er a* was necessary to escape desti ac¬ 
tion and waited there ar.d watched the 
boat burn.

United Kingdom. T0 BE IN C0NTR0L 


THE WELSH MINERS AFFECTED 


PUBLIC HOUSES EMPTY AMD 
CHURCHES OVERFLOWING. 


A MINER TURNS EVANGELIST. 


London. Dec. 17.—There has been a 
remarkable spread in the religious re¬ 
vivals which were started at Bolton, 
Lancashire, on September 4 of this year 
by Reuben A. Torrey and Charles M. 
Alexander, both of whom are from Chi¬ 
cago. 

At first the movement was considered/ 
to be only one of the periodical out¬ 
bursts which happen from tjme to time 
throughout England and Scotland, but 
the proportions ft has now assumed at¬ 
tracts general attention. Wales, which 
So lurgeiy Nonconformist, Is ringing 
with revivals, and the churches are 
crowded on week days and on Sun¬ 
days. Some of the places of worship 
will not accommodate those who wish 
to attend, and people gather In halls 
and In the open streets. All classes are 
affected. No sych movement haa been 
known In Wales during the past half 
century, but the leaders of the revivals, 
nottyig this fact, point out that shnllnr 
religious demonstrations have occurred 
ei regular Intervals of fifty years, and 
cite ds an instance the years 1760, 1800 
and 1859. 

A notable difference between the 
Welsh revivals and other revival meet¬ 
ings Is the fact that the other meetings 
are not conducted solely by those on 
the platform. The leaders commence 
the services with prayer. The massed 
congregation, however, does not follow 
this leadership, but Individuals or 
groups of Individuals offer a prayer 
suggested by personal promptings un¬ 
til the whole becomes a babel of Inde¬ 
pendent supplication with varying de¬ 
grees of fervor, reaching at times to the 
point of hysteria. 

• • • 

Famous For Singing. 

The Welsh people are famous for 
their singing, and at times during the 
meetings one of the leaders commences 
a well-known hymn, the congregation 
taking it up. The singing continues 
uninterrupted for hours. The meetings, 
which commence early In the evening, 
'last far Into the night, and sometimes 
the seating capacity of the church Is 
taxed to the utmost until 3 or 4 o'clock 
In the morning. The miners commence 
work at 6 o'clock, but they ungrudging¬ 
ly sacrifice their hours of rest to at¬ 
tend the meetings. 

The effect of the revival movement Is 
noticeable everywhere, and it Is stated 
that the public houses are almost 
empty. 

Formerly they were crowded with 
miners after working hours. Drunken¬ 
ness Is now almost unknown In the 
Rhondda valley. In Glamorganshire, 
where prayer meetings are even held In 
the mines during work hours. The ef¬ 
forts of the preachers also are directed 
against the football season, which Is 
now In full swing, and several big 
matches which would have attracted 
the populace of (he entire countryside 
have been called ofT because the best 
players have refused to participate in 
the games. 

• • • 

A Miner Evangelist 

The origin of the remarkable relig¬ 
ious upheaval Is traceable directly to 
the Chicago revivalists. After their 
success in Lancashire the work was 
taken Up throughout Wales by several 
leaders. Now, however, one man has 
risen head and shoulders above all the 
rest, until his name rings throughout 
the United Kingdom as the greatest re¬ 
vivalist of the day. He Is Evan Rob¬ 
erts. twenty-six yeprs old, formerly a 
miner. His marvelous energy and vi¬ 
tality are evidenced by the fact that 
he goes from place to place, remaining 
a few dgys at each, sometimes spending 
eutlre days and nights praying and 
singing, not sleeping and not resting. 
Roberts has been Invited by the Non¬ 
conformists of London to visit the me- 
tropolla and conduct the meetings, 
which It Is announced will commence In 
January. 

The Rev. Mr. Torrey* and Mr. Alex¬ 
ander are active meanwhile. While 
they, too, announce an Invasion of Lon¬ 
don. They have taken the Royal Al¬ 
bert Hall, which seats 15.000 persons, 
and they will conduct a series of meet¬ 
ings, probably at the same time that 
Roberts IS* here. 

INDICTMENTS RETURNED 

AGAINST IRON M0LDERS. 


Thomas Bracken apd Albert Patton 
Charged With the Murder of 
Nonunion Workman. 


Of the North and West Chicago 
Street Railway Companies. 


Chicago. Dec. 17-—'The New a to-day 
aays it is announced that Eastern trac¬ 
tion men now control the north and 
west Chicago street railway companies, 
the corporations underlying the Union 
Traction Company of this city. This 
has been revealed by proceedings be¬ 
fore Judge Grosscup growing out of the 
effort of the Union Traction receivers 
to gain authority for a big issue of 
receivers' certificates. 

Fifty-four thousand shares out of a 
total of 79.020 of North Chicago Street 
Railroad and 69,000 out of a total Issue 
of 131.890 of West Chicago are now 
credited to the Eastern men. If that 
be true, they are in actual control of 
both compLnies at any moment they 
elect to show their hand whether the 
50,000 shares of both owned by Union 
Traction and held In escrow as a guar¬ 
antee for rentals Is permitted to be 
voted or otherwise. 

That being the case It is said by 
many that the New Yorkers who lost 
fortunes through the Union Traction 
are now in & position to see the com¬ 
pany swept away without raising a 
hand to save It, particularly If the 60,000 
shares of stock referred to revert to 
the underlying companies. Having 
bought the new holdings at rockbottom 
prices It would obviate any pealing In a 
readjustment that will necessarily have 
to take place precedent to the amalga¬ 
mation of all surface traction interests.

Isaac Wright, the conductor on 
the train which carried Hagan and 
Barbour to Huber's on the day of the 
killing, threw a bombshell Into the de¬ 
fense by swearing that Hagan was run¬ 
ning away from Barbour while the lat¬ 
ter emptied his revolver in his victim’s 
back.

Sev¬ 
eral of the witnesses broke down un¬ 
der the vigorous questioning of Attor¬ 
neys Kohn, Edwards and Combs.

Witness Insisted that Hagan was 
armed at the time of the kelllng. hut 
said, when pressed, he did not know 
whether his victim was armed, hut 
thought he was. 

“While Hagan was lying down did 
you not say; ‘You coward! You mid¬ 
night assassin! You are hack here at 
your old tricks; you are crying now. you 
coward; you are yelling like a stuck 
pig ?” said Attorney Kohn. 

• • • 

Conflicting Testimony. 


Joe Horn, colored, testified that he 
was at a fair In August. 1903, and 
heard Hagan tell some man. unknown 
to witness, that he wanted to kill three 
men before he left Kentucky. The men 
were Grant Kelly, colored; John Bar¬ 
bour and a negro, whose name witness 
did not remember. He said he paid no 
attention to the threat and did not 
communicate It to Barbour. The wit¬ 
ness created some amusement when, hi 
reply to Aaron Kohn’s request that 
he name a single nmn who saw him at i 
the fair, he asked the attorney If by a : 
single man he meant a married or un- | 
married man. 

At this Juncture court adjourned in 
order to allow the Louisville attorneys 
and witnesses to catch a train. 








IN RUINS 


(Continued from First Page ) 


Some little time was consumed by a 
discussion by attorneys as to the num¬ 
ber of witnesses to be Introduced. The 
Commonwealth suggested six and the 
defense fifteen to a sldb. They could 
not agreri and It was decided to use 
ail Witnesses as to facts. No charac¬ 
ter witnesses w IU be used. 

Among the Louisville witnesses pres¬ 
ent were Samuel Casseday. Dr*. H. H. 
Grant and Hendon. Brainard Platt and 
Ferdinand Bohne. 

By agreement of counsel E. M. Will¬ 
iams. of Louisville, was appointed offi¬ 
cial stenographer. 

Mrs. John K. T. Barbour, wife of the 
defendants with their five children, ar¬ 
rived at the court room at 9:45 o’clock. 

• • • 

Defendant Testifies. 

The defendant took the stand, and 
questioned by Judge William Carroll, 
testified as follows; 

”Mv name is John R. T. Barbour, and 
I live at Huber’s Station. I moved from 
Louisville fifteen years ago. T met 
Francis Hagan In Louisville, and dur¬ 
ing my life there we were Intimate 
friends Hagan prereeded me to Bul¬ 
litt county about two yearv*. After his 
marriage xve lived about 400 yards 
apart, our lands adjoining. I met Hagan 
once or twice each day.” 

Judg* Jones sustained the objection 
of Attorney' Kohn when Judge Carroll 
ask*d witness ‘what was Hagan’s habit 
of carrying concealed and deadly* weap¬ 
ons?” 

Witness, however, was allowed to tell 
of Hagan's habit of carrying weayons 
st the time of their original trouble, in 
1903. Witness said deceased usually 
went armed. 

• • • 

Argued Between Counsel. 

Objection by Attorney Kohn to Judge; 
Carroll’s question If the witness w a s. 
ever attacked by the deceased with a 
deadly weapon resulted In a lengthv ar¬ 
gument between Attorneys Kohn and 
Garroll. The purpose of the riuestlon 
was to bring out the circumstances of 
the alleged ambuscade- In February. 
1903. 

Both attorneys read lengthy opinions 
of the Court of Appeals covering the 
cas*\ thus consuming about gn hour. 
The court overruled the objection of 
the • v»minonwealth, and the witness 
answered that he was “w ayl aid, attack¬ 
ed with a deadly* weapon: and wounded 
by the deceased.” 

• • • 

Kept Out of Hagan's Way. 

Continuing, witness said: 

’’After that attempted assassination 
w*a were, of course, hitter enemies. r 
kept out of Hagan's way. When we 
happened on the same train I rode Ini 
♦hA baggage car or ladies’ coach ” 

Asked what precaution he took when 
golmr home late at n'ght, and his rea- ; 
son for such precaution, witness said: 
”T was expecting to be waylaid by Ha¬ 
gan at any time, and when on two «>r 
three occasions I got home at 2 o’oDck 
in the morning I always had 
of my family or a body guard to meet 
me.” 

Witness said he went back and forth 
to T.oulsville twice a day. A map was 
introduced showing the locality nt the 
scene of the crime. Barbour point ed out 
the depot at Huber’s Station, his own 
home and that of hi? sister, and the 
places occupied by him and Hagan on 
the arternoon of the shooting 

Witness sajd he had decided to move 
to Louisville; had rented a house, and 
was moving the day of the shooing. 

• • * 

Circumstances of Shooting. 

Barbdur was asked to detail the clr- I 
cumstnnces of the shooting. He said 
he got out of th** baggage car and saw 
Hagan approaching hjm and carrying 
a suit case. When Hagan aaw him. 
witness said. Hagan shifted the case 
from his right to his left hand and 
pushed it toward defendant. He then 
reached in hi* coat pocket, witness 
•aid, and Barbour thereupon pulled his 
revolver and firfed. believing that Hag¬ 
an was intending to kill him. He said 
he had been told by Henry’ Saunders 
and other men that Hagan had threat¬ 
ened his life. 

• • • 

Cross-Examined. 

Attorney Kohn took the witness for 
cross-examination. The latter, when 
asked how many times he had seen 
Hagan carrying a weapon said *T 
saw a gun In his pocke price when he 
was getting on his horse." 

Asked if that was th^ only time he 
s*av Hagan with a gun. witness an¬ 
swered “Tea.” Asked how many times 


”1 said all those things, hut he was 
walking away rather than lying down,” 
replied the witness. Later he said Ha¬ 
gan was lying down while he de¬ 
nounced him. 

Attorney Kohn read the statement 
of Barbour made on the night of the 
killing in which he said Hagan reached 
for his hip pocket. Witness admitted 
making the statement, hut denied say¬ 
ing Hagan reached for his hip pocket. 

Mr. Kohn bitterly assailed Barbour 
in his examination, and the defendant 
weakened under the attorney’s ques¬ 
tioning. He frequently used the terms; 
“I cannot sny” and "I do not remem¬ 
ber.” 

At this point Barbour was excused 
and Dr. H. H. Grant was called to the 
stand. 

• • • 

Two Physicians Testify. 

Dr. Grant attended Hagan at Gray- 
street Infirmary. With Dr. G. A Hen¬ 
don and Dr. Percival. the house physi¬ 
cian, he operated on the wounded man. 
He said it was impossible to deter¬ 
mine the points of entrance of the bul¬ 
lets. He said It was Impossible for 
Coroner Kelly or any other person to 
determine the point of entrance after 
death. Dr G. A. Hendon testified to 
the .same facts. 

• • • 

Often Rode In Baggage Car. 

A. Brackel. a baggage master, em¬ 
ployed by the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company, testified that Bar¬ 
bour was accustomed to ride in the 
baggage car to avoid meeting Hagan. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Kohn he said 
Barbour bad ridden In the baggage oar 
for years before his trouble with Ha¬ 
gan. 

W. A Herf-st. Surveyor of Bullitt 
County*, Identified points on the map 
of the scene of the killing. 

Ike Wright, conductor on the train on 
w hich Hagan and Barbour rode on the 
fatal evening, said Barbour was ac¬ 
customed to ride either in baggage car 
or ladles' coach to avoid Hagan. He 
saw* them leave the train, hut paid no 
attention to them until the shooting.

Hagan Had Back Turned. 


Dross-examined by Mr. Kohn witness 
said he heard two shot* He looked In 
the direction from w*hlch the ahou? were 
fired and saw Hagan running north, 
very fast. He was oiocsly pursued by 
Barbour, w’ho was firing at him. Wit¬ 
ness was positive Hagan's back was 
toward Barbour. Ho said the train was 
standing art station during the trouble, 
contradicting the statement of the de¬ 
fendant that the train was moving 
w hen the shooting started. Ha said the 
men ran about sixty-five feet. The 
testimony of Wright caused worried 
looks on the part of the attorneys for 
the defense, and it was evident they 
were disappointed In him.

Barbour's Sister Testifies. 


called to dinner, and was Just starting 
to the dining room when William Dav¬ 
id. my little son, burst into the room 
and said the house was on fire. I rushed 
out and saw a small blaze shooting up 
beside the chimney to the library. At 
first 1 though it could he extinguished, 
and 1 ran around the rear and called 
to the hired man to get some water. I 
then ran to the library, but found the 
room full of smoke, while burning 
brands were already falling on the 
floor. I then realized that to attempt to 
extinguish it would be useless. I turned 
my attention to removing. the furniPh- 
ings, I was so excited 1 did not single 
out the more valuable articles, but 
seized anything that came to hand. I 
was aroused to my reason by my boy. 
who urged me to get out the china ware, 
silverware and valuable pictures and 
paintings. Following his suggestion. I 
rushed about over the house and re¬ 
moved a great deal of stuff, placing It 
in the yard at a safe distance. I paid 
little attention to what others were do- 
itig. The crowd soon gathered about 
the house, but there was no semblance 
of order. 1 stood by and saw the fur¬ 
nishings thrown out and broken: china 
closets containing thousands of dollars 
worth of rich ware were thrown about 
af they were worthless and their con¬ 
tents broken into bits. Finally several 
of my* friends and neighbors arrived on 
the scene and took charge of affairs, 
after which the goods taken from the 
house were placed In the cottages near 
my home.

Hard To Estimate Loss. 


”1 Have no definite Idea what my 
loss is. I know I had more than $50,- 
000 worth of furnishing* In the house, 
and that the building, without the con¬ 
tents, cost me $18,000. I think I carried 
about $12,000 insmance on the furtvl.-h- 
Irugs. but am not certain. I do not 
know what insurance was carried on 
the building. It Is in the hands of in¬ 
surance men who handle other insur¬ 
ance for me, and I have left It entire¬ 
ly to them. It 4s my Impression, how¬ 
ever. that the blinding was a little le«s 
■than half covered by insurance. 

’’Even if 1 was fully covered by In¬ 
surance. based on the Intrinsic value 
of the burned property, it would not 
near vx>mpen?ate me for the lose. We 
had In our horive that which money 
cannot replace. There were painting;-, 
the works of the old masters, the In¬ 
trinsic value of which is but a pittance,

Of course some 
cf this was taken in safety from the 
building, but most of it, it appears, I 
was stolen.” 

While Mr. Patterson recounted his 
loss tears welled to his eyes and his 
voice choked with emotion.

Not Acquainted With Los a. 
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Mrs. T. R. Lewis, the defendant’s sis¬ 
ter. said she was standing by the front 
fence at her home, a cress from the de¬ 
pot. She was standing beside a Iliac 
bush and saw the men leave the train. 
She said she* saw Hagan shift the suit 
case from his right to his left hand and 
put hie right hand In his coat pocket 
Witness called “lookout, brother.” and 
Barbour struck at him. then com- 
menred firing. She was positive Hagan 
backed away, facing Barbour all the 
time. Witness said she was called Into 
the house, her sister-1 n-law* having 
fainted. She did not see the last two 
shots fired. Wit nee* paid Hagan told 
her several yeais ago that he always 
went armed 

• • • 

Threats By Hagan. 

J. J. Blankenship. Jr., testified that 
he heard Chris Barrel tell Barbour that 
Hagan had told him (Barrel) that he 
was through with the State, but not 
with Barbour; that the next lime It 
would be a dead man rather than a 
horse. 

James Kelly testified that Hagan 
told him he was going to kill Barbour 
a short time before the tragedy. He 
said, however, he had not communi¬ 
cated the threat to Barbour. 

• » • 

Hagan Threw Hand Behind Him. 

Mrs. Roger White corroborated the 
riatemente of the other witnesses. She 
said she was standing by a window on 
the porch at Mrs. Lewis’ home She 
said Mrs. Ixxwis was by her s!d*. 

Cross-examined by* County Attorney 
Combs, witness said she did not see 
Barbour strike at Hagan. She saw Ha- 
gan throw his hand behind him, hut 
could rot say which pocket he aitempt¬ 
ed to reach. 

* • • 

Saw* Hagan Run. • 

__ p * H. Sinithers. baggagemnater at 
Huber s Station, saw the last shot only. 
It was fired ns Hagan ran around the 
rear of the train. Witness was stand¬ 
ing in the door of the baggage-room 
and ran out when the shooting com¬ 
menced. Ho picked up Hagan’s suit 
case and helped carry him to Mr. 
Bohne'a buggy. Witness saw Robert 
Hazel and two other men at the sta¬ 
tion the day following the tragedy. The 
attorneys for the defense sought to 
bring oui the fact that a discussion 
took place between Hazel and the wit¬ 
ness. but the latter denied the alleged 
discussion. 

In his cross-examination Mr. Kohn 
questioned the witness as to every de¬ 
tail of the visit to Huber’s Station of 
Hazel and the other men. who were at¬ 
torney Kohn and Robert J. Hagan. 

• • • 

No Perjury Agreement. 

In the affidavit on which the defense 
secured a continuance of the case 
Thursday it was said Hazel, if present, 
would testify that on the occasion of 
his visit to the station he was jiersuad- 
ed to perjure hlinseif. Smlthers said 
that nothing unusual occurred on the 
day mentioned, and said the attorneys 
and Hazel simply viewed the scene in 
order to become familiar with the sur¬ 
roundings. At their request, he said, 
he showed them the position of an emp¬ 
ty car that stood on the truck on the 
day* of the killing. Witness said he did 
not see either Mrs. Lewis or Mrs. 
White In the former’s yard w*hen the 
shooting was done.

Probably Will Rebuild. 


Mr. Patterson was asked last night j 
if he would rebuild at Anchorage, and 
he replied that he expected to replace 
the building as soon as possible. *T ( 
have not had time to think of that yet,” 1 
said Mr. Pattenson, “but 1 guess we I 
will rebuild.” 

A large bam, erected at a cost of 
$5,000. in which several costly vehicles 
were stored, together with Mr. Patter¬ 
son’s fine horses, narrowly escaped de¬ 
struction. The fact that it escaped is 
due to the atlll night. A light current 
of wind waa blow ing and carried the 
sparks dhrectly over the barn, but on 
account of the snow the roof did not 
take fire. It was closed up and no fire- 
got into the hay and combustible stuff 
stored In the upper apartments of the 
barn. 

All the vehicles, harness, horses, etc-, 
were removed from the barn as a pre¬ 
caution. Two cottages which w*ere 
used as residences by servants, were 
threatened, but were saved by vigorous 
w'ork. Only the main residence was de. 
siroyed. 

The burned luome was erected by Mr. 
Patterson eight years ago, since which 
time Mr. and Mrs. Patterson have 
spared no pains or expense to beautify 
the spacious grounds and add to the 
beauty and comfort of their home and 
its destruction was a blow, from which 
they will not soon recover.

Slgbert Oyler. a former resident of 
Lynchburg. Va.. and a cousin of Rob¬ 
ert E. Lee. died last night at his home 
in the county at the advanced age of 
ninety-four. The infirmities attendant 
upon his great age were the cause of 
his death. Before the war Mr. Oyler 
was a tobacco planter near Lynchburg, 
but he removed to Brooks Station about 
sixty years ago, and after living there 
about ten years eaine to Louisville. He 
made his home here until a few yeais 
since. When he moved to the house 
where he died, on the Prospect road. 

Although he was of considerable age 
when the war was ended. Mr. Oyler 
engaged for a number of years In the 
cotton planting business In Texas, 
manuging his Interests from Loulsvl le.

The Buckingham a Total Loss. 

Kingston, Dec. 17,—The w'rccking 
steamer Premier ha« returned here 
from Rencndor Reef, and reports that 
the British steamer Buckingham, which 
struck on Rcncador Reef December 5. 
Is a total loss. The Buckingham was 
bound from Baltimore to Bona* del 
Toro. Panama, with a cargo intended 
for the United Fruit Company. 


It had grown dark Inst evening when 
Judge Harry C. Montgomery, of the 
Clark Circuit Court, at Jeffersonville, 
Instructed Sheriff John S. Pernett to 
adjourn court until Monday morning 
at 9 o'clock, at which time the hearing 
of the case of the State of Indiana 
against William R. Martin, of Borden,, 
Ind., on the charge of arson, will be 
resumed.

Her testimony was unimportant, fur¬ 
ther than to verify the statement of 
Bell that the accused had been seen 
running from the direction of the mill 
a short time before the fire was dis¬ 
covered. 

A long recess followed, and it was 
said the defense was going to file a 
motion for peremptory instructions, the 
belief around the court room being that 
the Ftate had not made a casev but this 
was nut true, and when court reas¬ 
sembled an attachment wa* asked lor 
Mrs. Susie Roark, who hml failed to 
obey u summons. A telephone mes¬ 
sage from Dr. Stalker, at Borden, said 
she would net be able to attend court 
until Monday, and the attachment was 
not Issued. 

The first witness for the defense was 
‘Elisha Tackett, and it was endeavored 
to show by him that the reputation of

Martin, and the latter said 
the blase was started by sparks getting 
In the sawdust mid burning there for 
some time before breaking out. Ho said 
he had another talk with Martin on Oc¬ 
tober 14. and remarked that he did not 
believe the mill would be as easy to 
catch fire as the other one. To this, 
the witness sold, Martin replied "Bill 
Martin can’.t light this mill like he did 
the other one." Tackett .asked him 
what he meant, and O. W. Martin mild 
that Bill Martin had burned the mill. 

An effort was made to show' by the 
witness that G. W. Martin had said his 
son. Tay Martin, htul discovered the 
fire, and that he knew' it had started 
from a spark'falling In the sawdust. 
Magistrate Gray, of Borden, was also 
on the stand. He testified that G. W. 
Martin had told him the fire was start¬ 
ed by sparks Igniting the sawdust, and 
that Tay Martin had discovered the 
blaze about 1 o'clock In the morning 
while looking after some goats thnt had 
strayed away. When asked wffiat the 
reputation of Pruitt was for morality, 
he said It was bad. 

Last night Prosecutor Mayfield said 
he would examine between fifteen and 
twenty witnesses on Monday in rebut¬ 
tal, and the case will hardly get before 
the Jury before late in the evening. The 
prosecution chums the defuse has not 


made any inroads on their case. Martin 
shows no signs of fear over the out¬ 
come. 


DOG JUMPS AT MASTER 


Charles Ware and John Ware, of Jef¬ 
fersonville. 


JEFFERSONVILLE NOTES. 


Causing Discharge of Gun With Seri¬ 
ous Results. 

A dog without any known valuation 
and which Is still alive and well will 
probably be the cause of ending the life 
of Samuel Stnnsbury, fifteen years old, 
who wa*» nearing his end at his home. 
In Bethlehem. Ind., several miles up the 
river from Jeffersonville, last night, and 
It was thought impossible for him to 
survive until this morning. His father 
Is Cnartes Stansbury, who Is well 
known all over Clark county. Ind. 

Young Stansbury concluded to go 
rabbit hunting, and. shouldering a 
double-barreled shotgun, he called his 
dog and went to the store of Charles 
Pernett to get ammunition. The gun 
was loaded at the time, and after mak¬ 
ing his purchases he stepped out on a 
porch that stand* in front of the store', 
where the dog w'as still In waiting. The 
beast was anxious to go on the trail 
and began to jump at his master. In 
doing so the gun was knocked from 
young Stansbury's grasp, and, falling 
on the floor, both barrels were dis¬ 
charged. 

The contents of one barrel passed Into 
the boy’s left side Just above the thigh 
Joint, and an artery was severed. The 
other load struck the house. The report 
Of the gun attracted the attention of 
those In the store, and they ran to the 
boy’s assistance, to find the cause of 
the trouble standing over his young 
master licking the blood from the 
wound. There was no doctor nearer 
than Dr. Robert Taggart, of New 
Washington, which Is several miles 
away, and he was summoned, but it 
w'as some time before he arrived. By 
this time Stansbury wus almost dead 
from loss of blood and failed to rally. 
Other complications set In, and hope for 
his recovery wras abandoned 

Ernest Berry, a companion, who Is 
seventeen years old and the son of 
Alice Berry, was also the victim of an 
accidental discharge of a shotgun, and 
will probably lose his left foot, al¬ 
though ever}' effort Is being made to 
save the member. He was also shot on 
the porch In front of the Pernett store, 
but not at the same time Stansbury 
was. Like Stansbury. he had gone to 
the store after ammunition, and had a 
loaded shotgun with him. In coming 
out he trlpr»ed and fell, which dis¬ 
charged the weapon, causing the load 
of shot to enter his foot. Less trouble 
was encountered in finding a doctor, 
and this will probably save Berry's life, 
but It Is feared an amputation will be 
necessary. 

DIES IN OLD AGE. 

Mrs. Ware Passed Sixty Years of 
Married Life. 

Married at wbat was know’n as the 
Hollar House, ten miles from Louisville, 
sixty years ago. Mrs. Margaret Ware 
died at her home, 813 East Market 
street. Jeffersonville, yesterday morning I 
at 3 o'clock of uremic poison, but the 1 
infirmities of old age added greatly to 
her troubles and her death had be?n 
expected flor some time. The maiden 
name of Mrs. Ware xvas Margaret Kelly 
and she was a native of Jefferson coun- ; 

Kentucky, being born in 1S29 When J 
a young girl she met John Ware, of 
Shelby county. Kentucky, and was 
married to him on January 6. 1845. the 
bride being barely sixteen. A short 
time after the marriage the two moved 
to Louisville and in the spring of 1849 
to Jeffersonville, where they resided 
from that date on. nearly fift.v-slx 
years. The husband of Mr?. Ware. 
Magistrate John Ware, is the oldest 
Justice of the Peace In Jeffersonville 
and will be elghty-two years old In 
March.

POSERS OF POPULAR SONQS 


Records Show That Some Men Who Have Written 
World-famous Ballads Have Died Penniless. 


N EW YORK. N. Y.. Dec IT— 
[Special.]—Let us reverse ih n^s 
somewhat and this time begin 
at the end, Instead of at the be¬ 
ginning. Gussle Davis wrote. "In the 
Baggage Coach Ahead/' It was to sen¬ 
timental song that was whistled and 
sung throughout the country a jfew 
years ago. And Its composer died In 
poverty. Charlie Graham wrote “Two 
Little Boys In Blue” and other “hits.*’ 
but when he died his widow was forced 
to take a position as a domestic for a 
time and hid child, a hoy of tender 
years, went on the streets and begged 
until the authorities Interfered. Tony 
Stanford wrote “She Rests hy the Su- 
wunce River." He died In a hosp tal, 
and only the bounty of his friends saved 
his body from the potter's field. 

There are other cases Just as tragic. 
How many, Is largely a matter of Infer¬ 
ence. for how often do song writers 
who have had "their day” or are at the 
end of U suddenly disappear from the r 
haunts, where—nobody but they, them¬ 
selves, know. The end of a popular 
song writer! The publisher smiled at 
the absurdity of the question. Then he 
answered It by asking another. 

"Did you ever hear of a song writer 
who died rich’” 

Verily, therefore, is the song it«elf 
all that i«s frivolous in the life of the 


one who writes It. Behind th^ words 
and music and those "great moments." 
which the song-writer ha< when the 
public upplaud the creature of bis brain, 
lurks in the shadow of the tragedy— 
but enough of this dark picture. 

Publishers are repeatedly asked what; 
qualities one must have to be a success¬ 
ful song writer. Their answer Is Invar¬ 
iably the same—talent, by means # nf 
which they mean ideas and melody, one 
or the other or both. A technical knowl¬ 
edge of music Is unnecessary. The 
sung wrUer can do what the music 
publisher calls "double up." that Is 
write the words and have some one 
else write the music, but even this Is 
not necessary. For every publisher em¬ 
ploys a pianist, who is sometimes call¬ 
ed an "arranger." whose duty Is "to 
take down" melody. If the song writer, 
therefore, has a tune to go with the 
words which he cannot write the notes 
for he goes to the publisher's offices 
and whistles or hums It to the arranger 
who does this for him. The late Guse e 
Davis wrote the words and music of all 
his songs. James Thornton. Paul 
Dresser, At Baldwin Sloane and Charles 
K. Harris, composer of "After the Ball." 
do the same. Harry Von Tilzer, of “Ed 
L»*.ive My Happy Home for You" fame, 
writes music. George V. Hobart. Cos¬ 
tello, w*ho wrote "Hello! My Baby." and 


George Totten Smith only write lyrics. 

The subject, or "the lden|" as some 
call It, Is the thing In song writing. 
There are lots of stock melodies that a 
good Idea will conceal, hut as to good 
stock Ideas—whoever really heard of 
any, though there are some not cjulte 
as original as they might be. Pub¬ 
lishers are constantly demanding them. 
They are willing to pay for good ones, 
too, because the idea Is three-fourths 
the success of the song. And the gen¬ 
tlemen of fortune who haunt Twenty- 
eighth street and the Broadway cornet’s 
and cafes in pleasant weather who are 
Intensely musical In their own way and 
ever short In worldly goods, are con¬ 
stantly on the lookout for Ideas. Any¬ 
thing may Inspire them, tlie topic of the 
day. a scene, a chance remark In con¬ 
versation or the title or story of anoth¬ 
er song. Paul Dresser’s hit. "The Blue 
and the Gray," was Inspired hy the hue 
war with Spain; “Hello. My Baby," by 
Its predecessor. “I Guess I’ll Have to 
Telegraph My Baby/’ Ben Hamby's 
“I d Give h Hundred if That Girl Was 
Mine." by a pretty woman on the 
street, and "Beyond the Gates of Para¬ 
dise." by “The Holy City." While Pres¬ 
ident McKinley was lingering ui Buf¬ 
falo sentimental songs upon his assas¬ 
sination were submitted to the publish¬ 
ers. They were written to be changed 
In cose he lived or died. 

Some popular songs are written on 
the spur of the moment. With the Idea 
come the words and the melody, and 
the song Is then practically ready for 
the publisher. "You'll Get All Thai Ik 
C ornin’ to You" was written by Andrew 
B. Sterling In the washroom of a hotel. 
Other hits have at times been composed 
In much the same way, but they are 
the exceptions. Spontaneous work in 
song writing and even the labored ef¬ 
forts of many song writers bring forth 
the Idea alone, the Words and music 
ire seldom In proper shape for publica¬ 
tion. it was Will Ross Her. I pel lev «w 
who one*- said Unit the song writer? 


with few exceptions bring the idea to 
the publisher and then the publisher 
does the rest. Tn tin* end. the sotig Is 
often th»» work of three or four mtfi. 
while the name of only one appears 
updo the title page, he who originally 
offered It for publication. To bring this 
out forcibly, there *« the story of a 
sentimental song whten w:is *i hit a- few 
years hack. Tins was offered one day 
to n publisher on Twenty-eighth street.

FIND OLD TREASURE IN WINDSOR CASTLE 


Co’lectlon Made By the Ch?f of George III. Worth a Vast 

Fortune. 


A RR A N’U EM EN Td of Uv MU- 
apartments at Windsor Cnstie, 
Hi anticipation of the forthcom¬ 
ing visit of the King and Que-*n 
of Portugal, have brought to light a col¬ 
lect Ion of priceless treasures, the exist¬ 
ence, oi. at Daat, the startling value, 
of \vhhh hag been entirely overlooked, 
writes an English cotresjn>ndent 
When the attention of the Kinv w*s 
railed to "some mementos collected by 
your august mother” he had an expert 
enter the rustle and look over the col¬ 
lection. At the end of an Hour th»* ex¬ 
pert had examined the contents of a 
single cabinet and sent word to his 
Majesty that ho would pay $400.000 for 
the contents of that cabinet Alone. 

Then a more searching Investigation 
was instituted, which resulted, among 
other things. In the amazing revelation 
that the collection was one that had 
been made by King George III., and 
that the rarest articles It contained had 
been gathered together by that mon¬ 
arch’s cook, Laurens by name. The cot- 


D' tion had been entfre’y fo gotten. 

This man Laurens, while a rhef by 
pr-ferenc?. was one of the best In¬ 
formed and mo t expert authorities on 
art muMt'is in tht period of George III. 
It appeared that he was only nominally 
a * ouk, Ms master using him chiefly as 
an agent to attend the Imjtortant art 
sales in England and on the continent, 
»it altnort -v* ry ore of which he picked 
up, frequently at modest prices, art 
treasures that ate now InvuJttab e. A 
most important feature of th** econom¬ 
ical King’s plan was that buying In hi» 
own name Laurens concealed the fact 
that he was seeking treasure s for a roy¬ 
al noisier and thereby saved thousands 
of pounds on his purchases. 

It Is raid that these treasures, which 
are now properly displayed for the first 
time In a century’, have no equal in any 
other royal castle or palace In Europe. 
They comprise pictures, china, plate, 
rare old clocks and articles of vertu, 
miniatures, old armor and odds and 
ends that mount up In value to con¬ 
siderably over $l,2f»n.non At the direc¬ 
tion of the King they have now been 
arranged to advantage at \Vlndsor 
castle 


slonnl proved no better than the orig¬ 
inal author s. so the publisher sot down 
and wrote the words himself, then sent 
for a man to compose the music.

There Is the story of 
"Smoky Moke*," a cakewalk} which 
made both Its composer and publishers 
rich Abe Holxmnnn, Its composer, was 
in the employ of the publishers at the 
time as a pianist. He had been a book¬ 
keeper before that,, and had written 
some songs with Indifferent success. 
His.employers told him to try his hand 
nnd write a cakewalk, at a time when 
ihls class of music was popular A 
cakewalk Is written In three strains, 
and Holxmnnri spent days ami days on 
each. Whenever a strain was written 
he would go over it with one of the 
publishers, and at the end the question 
would Invariably be: "Is this as go,>d 
as So and So’s?” and whenever there 
was doubt. Holztnann rewrote It. No 
wonder, therefore, that "Smoky Mokes’* 
was almost perfect as a cakewalk.

Booming a Song. 

But much of the success and popu¬ 
larity of popular songs depends upon 
the manner la which they are boon ed. 
and unless a publisher underelands 
Mils there Is no money in It for him. 
The mere fact that the song makes 
what Is called "a Mage hit" shows 
mnhlng.

The Maximilians have already published 
several novels by Prof. Herrick and the 
latest of these, "The Common Lot.” 
recently issued. Is undoubtedly his 
greatest work. The scene is laid In 
Chicago, the city which Mr. Herrick 
is recording In fiction with almoatt the 
vivid minuteness of detail that charac¬ 
terizes Dickens in his depiction of Lon¬ 
don. The very individuality of Chicago 
In its social aspects lives and moves 
and breathes in Mr. Herrick’s pages. 
His stories are a most dramatic inter¬ 
pretation of the life of that city. In 
"The Common Lot" Mr. Herrick has 
made a great study of a latter u.iy 
problem, that of the swift acquirement 
of wealth by a keen and clever young 
professional man. Jackson Hart, the 
hero, has been educated by a wealthy 
uncle and ‘has entered on his profession 
as an architect when his uncle dies, 
leaving him only 110.000. the hulk of the 
great fortune going to found an insti¬ 
tution. Mr. Hart is determined to be 
rich—honestly if he can, dishonestly If 
he must—and the story of "graft en¬ 
tering into the architect's profession, 
the unfolding of the details of ingenious 
corruption and fraud and artifice in 
business, contrasted, too, with methods 
of absolute integrity by honest men;

In business life, is simply masterly in 
Its presentation. That "The Common

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W ILL some kind Salomon with 
knowledge to give away enlighten 
the benighted one* on the Question: Why 
do musical comedy and comic opera 
players talk In a ring-song. h'gh-flown 
style that no sane person would ever use 
ofT the stage? 

There is no use denying that they do 
It. All— at any rate, nearly all—do this 
thing. Jf a man lias a. ted sanely enough 
In drama, contact with light musical pro¬ 
ductions knocks nature out of him and 
affectation into him and he cannot say. 
"My lord, the carriage! awaits.*’ without 
a flourish. One of the most recent ex¬ 
amples of this sort of thing was that o. r 
Donald MacLa-riTi, who had the role of 
Edwin Caskotlcn In "A Madcap Prin¬ 
cess." seen at Macau ley’s lost week. He 
was in the cast of Julia Marlowe’s dra¬ 
matic version of the same story and 
should have known better. There were 
others In the same company with the 
same w« iknlss. 

Again the soaring habit was apparent 
In the performance of "Babes In Toy- 
land," here the latter part of the week. 
In this case Mir* de Souza was the chief 
offender. When she sang she showed u 
pretty voice, hot when she spoke she 
threw out her tones In expressionless 
waves. Such v*> -al curves are to be 
• heard .not .doseribed. You never run 
across them In anything else; only in 
light opera—unless you chance upon them 
in modified form In melodrama. 

Doubtless there must be reasons for 
curving the dialogue hi this way. Per¬ 
haps the instigators believe that a plain r 
method would be out of keeping With 
the quasi-romantic and quasl-sentlmentiii 
flavor of musical comedH* and the like. 
Maybe they think the curved style im¬ 
parts a "poetic" tone to the speeches 
Maybe It’s Just bad acting. 

Anyhow, one of these days some tenor 
is going to give tho public a sensation 
by really acting In a musical play. O/ 
course, x he will have to break it gently 
The shock would be entirely t oo great If 
he came right out and acted. But when. 

r*0 
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with proper precaution and delicacy, ho 
undertakes It there will bo those to rise 
up and call him blessed. In the mean¬ 
time the cry goes up. "VVher*'fore, O 
kind-hearted and wise Solomon?" 


There was a lot of frivolity In town tho 
past week. Boisterous, m/sy. reckless 
albeit magnetic. Lu'.u Glaser cavorted 
through "A Mndc3p Princess" In a cari¬ 
cature of Mary Tudor, and thep came 
"Babes In Toy.and." One was a light 
opera built for the exploitation of a star 
who can fmlle, but cannot sing and for 
the obscuration of everybody else in the 
company. The other was a tiptop ex¬ 
travaganza built for tho exploitation of 
ipj particular person, but which amused 
with its bright spirit. lt& quips. Its dances. 
Appealing a* they did to most frivolous 
tastes, neither performance represented a 
very lofty grade of art, but they offered 
several hours of nonsense, and the public, 
expecting nothing more serious, turned 
out in numbers *n<f laughed. ' 

The Babes In Toyland," despite certain 
passages that lag and others thnt ar* 
even too silly to be laughable, is one of 
the most ingenious and bJyitlful of ex¬ 
travaganzas. Victor Herbert’s music Is 
rich In both melody and harmony and It 
has individuality; the stage pictures are 
brilliant and tho groupings reflect the 
eklU of Julian Mitchell, the stage direc¬ 
tor. The parade of the toys In Act II. 
has Oliver been surpassed anywhere In Its 
orig^allty of conception and Its dew i¬ 
ness of execution. Victor Herberts music 
that accompanies this feature Is lUuitylhat- 
ing. It has thf military swing and fan¬ 
tastic coloring exactly suited to Die toy 
so.dier on parade.

MRS. FISKE WINS SUCCESS IN 

NEW PLAY, “LEAH KLESCHNA.” 


She Pictures the Reformation of a Female Criminal— 
Sir Charles Wyndham and Others. 


JOMESl AND TREE HAVE A BOUT. 


Playwright and Manager Exchange 
Compliments Over Each Other’s 
Failures—Musical Comedy King 
Going In For Legitimate Light 
Opera — Gossip cf the London Stage.

L ONDON. Dec. 3.—Henry Arthur Jones 
said in resixmse to a toast at a ban¬ 
quet this week that the entertainment 
at nine-tenths of the most fashionable 
London rh**utcrs was frank tomfoolery. 
Some of his own failures, he said, had 
boon due to his effort to meet the do- 
mnnd for tomfoolery, but others had been 
due to the lack of proporly-trained actors. 
Thereupon Bcerbohm Tree, lecturing to 
the students of his* Academy of Dramatic 
Art; observed that "Mr. Jyins admitted 
4o having stooped to the public to con¬ 
quer It. Might he not have tried to leftrn 
how to get the strength to command It," 
and went on to imply that If the good 
Mr. Jones had written better plays he 
w*bld ^xave had fewer failures. 

Of course this reference to failures Jog¬ 
gled the chip on Mr. Jones’ shoulder, and 
the result was a retort yesterday that 
Adds to th** gnyety of nations. "There Is 
a vast difference, my dear Tree," writes 
Mr. Jones In a letter, which was evidently 
sent around to the newspapers at the 
Mme time, **botxv« t*n complaining c»f one’s 
awn personal position and complaining of 
the ixuMitan thnt one’s art occupies In 
. public esteem. 

"You and I. my dear Tree, have hud 
too yinanj failures and too* many sue

N EW YORK. Dec. 16.—The disclosures 
In the tv p grade of the drama with¬ 
in the week back of the writing, 
are made by Minnie Maddem Flake and 
C. XL S. MoLekan with "Leah KJeschna." 
and Charles Wyndham and Hubert Henry 
Davit* with "M<ra. Gorringe’s Necklace.*’ 
It is n coincidence that Mrs. Fiske and 
Mr. Wyndham are alike directing art sts 
That Is to eay. they are Independent 
choosers of plays to produce and absolute 
controllers of the productions. That is 
not unusual In England. Inn In America, 
besides Mrs. Fieke, the only examples 
noteworthy are Mr. Manstldd, Mr. SJth- 
ern, Mr. Hackett and Mrs. Bingham. 
Three of these native operators as star 
actors and stage managers have been re- 
w gi rde d rictuy. and) two but passably. 
There is no need to specify. The salient 
point is that xhe Yankee Mrs. Fiske and 
live British of Wyndham place plays be¬ 
fore us In almost. If not quite, the man¬ 
ner they desire to. They are their own 
bosses, with power restricted only by 
their ability and luck In obtaining Just the 
right actors. That is a limitation which 
the Uy reader may but vaguely comprc- 
h*<rid. The dramatist and the manager 
know nil about H sorrowfully. 

There Is a coincidence, too, In the theft 
of a necklace in "Leah KIcschna" as w'elt 
as in "Mrs. Gorringe’s Necklace" by a 
wayward son of aristocratic parents and 
the voluntary assumption of hia guilt by 
another person. Mrs. Fisk*, like* Mr. 
Wyndham. consents to be falsely accused. 
Plagiarism? Not a bit of It. The similari¬ 
ty. although curious, has o>me by chance, 
and it doesn’t extend beyond the subject 
Into the stories. The role provided far the 
actress is strikingly original moreover, 
and the one for the actor Is n t The 
drama of "Leah Kleschna" Is a study of 
heredity In the manner of Ibsen's 
"Ghosts;” of crimilno'.ogy in the mowu-r 
of Dickens’ "Oliver Twist," and of moral 
regeneration in the manner of Tolstoi’s 
•Resurrection." Do l mean to say that 
the newer work p<k#sts»es the full merits 
cf these masterpieces? Oh. no; but it ha* 
them in a sufficient quantity to be won¬ 
derful a* coming from nn author w'ho. un¬ 
der the pen name of Hugh Morton, has 
been known hitherto as a writer of ex¬ 
travaganza only.

Leah Rlcrvrhnu is live daughter of a pro 
fcsslonal thief, who has brought he? up 
us hh pal. One night she is boosted like 
un Oliver Twist, with her own father for 
a Bid Sykes, into Paul Syivaino’a house 


to steal his family jewels. He is a prac 
rival moral Ud who she has sWn 
and admired. He catches her with 
the svyug In her hands. She ex¬ 
pects him to turn her over to the 
police, but Instead he lets h«rr go free. 
But not until he has told her that she 
can, if ghe will, reform her life. She has 
begun the encounter with a pistol aimed 
at his head; site ends It with a sincere? 
procofee to realize hJs theory that no ertm. 
Inal Is too how to be lifted Into decency. 
He Is preachy at great length, to be sure, 
and she becomes an Inert listener, yet the 
scene is Intensely dramatic, even In a 
popular sense. How and why Leah takes 
upon herself the charge of taking away 
the diamonds, abandons her criminal 
father, returns to her childhood home to 
be a form laborer among i>easunts. and, 
nfttT several years of probation. Is sought 
out by Sylnadne as a wooing lover, the ac 
ttoo of the pway makes logical and in¬ 
teresting. Mrs. Fiske embodies Leah with 
positive and negative excellence. What I 
mean is that she makes a creature to be 
remembered above all the others, betok¬ 
ening every phue6 of her metamorphosis 
vividly, yet she does not try to belttile 
the company, relatively, by any of the fa¬ 
in Liar tricks of the star actress. You 
wouldn’t know by watching her perform¬ 
ance that she wasn’t getting wages for her 
work instead of i»aylrig wages to her stag- 
companion*.

Charles Wyndham, first player to be 
knighted by King Edward VII., richest 
of the actor-managers wtth the ownership 
of three London theaters, brother-ln-Caw 
of our Bronson Howard, has introduced 
"Mrs. Gorringe's Necklace" to New Ytfrk 
Sir Charles has Mary Moore for a com¬ 
rade in art and heart (Is it funny to put 
h’ort and *eart?), am! she Is said to be 
his buslne** partner, too. (Miss Moore is 
a stage favorite at home, but ii was told 
•n this correspondence two weeks ago 
how we decilned to like her as the senti¬ 
mental Ada In '’David Garrick." The 
newspaper critics abused her roundly as 
an Incompetent whose expectation was an 
ln*ult to our intelligence. So It la a pleas 
ure to write that a-3 the Mrs. Gorrlnge 
whose necklace is the subject of the new 
play she Is adorably droll, and thereby 
has become a sudden fad here. Aqd Hu¬ 
bert Henry Davies, an Englishman who 
has lived half his time In America—for 
four years he was a newspaper critic in 
San Francisco—ha* hit the bullseye of 
comedy so bard and squarely that It 
doesn’t matter If, with the same shot, he 
has aimed at and missed the mark of 
melodrama. 

To make both the hit and the miss 


oompfcheTisitCo Mrs. Gorrlnge is ns silly 
a smilcr, pouter and gabbler a* ever made 
a man want to kiss her and a woman 
kick her. Her necklace of pearls is stolen 
and a detective Is questioning her. 

"Why," he asks, "did you try on not 
onCy all your pearls, as you say you did, 
but a lot of diamonds and rubies, too, 
after you had disrobed for bed?" 

"Must 1 tvUr’ she simpers. 

"1 ought to have aU the particulars," 
he Insists. 

"W«U, then, if you must know," she 
wriggles and twists to say, "I wanted to 
see how I would look as an Oriental." 

A plenty of *i*-h witty talk by Davies 
is quite as good as CSyde Fitch’s In so¬ 
cial delineation, and the characters, as 
presented by the Wyndham company, are 
nn« transfers from the modish drawing- 
rooms Wyndham. like Mrs. F'ske. gets 
actors w'ho can do what needs to be done 
and mak#n them do It. In this case, how¬ 
ever. they can’t quite cure the play’s 
fa uvt. which consists of lapses from com¬ 
edy that is new and good into melodrama 
that ts old and bad. Here l* an example 
of Duviea’ missflre. Tho stolen necklace 
is found where the thief, a Lieut Cairn, 
has wrapped it in h handkerefrief. the 
counterpart of which the detective dis- 
covers in an Innocent Cfcpt. Mowbray’s 
handbag 

the sleuth • xcCatms like a 
Hawkshaw, rather than a Sherlock 
Holmes. -Us Capt. Mowbray!" 

That is a curtain climax for a coarse 
melodrama, not for a refined comedy 
Again at the end of the play, after its 
pleasantry has earned on evening’s suc- 
c*'ss. there Is a moment of tragedy that 
fads. The author has by this time writ¬ 
ten him<»eif Into a complication wnth the 
two offieers and an Isabel Klrke that he 
can’t easily get>out of. Mowbray won’t 
clear hlmseLf by* exposing Cairn, because 
to do so would grieve and disgrace Isabel, 
who has Ju»t married the culprit The 
problem for Davies was how to get rid i 
of Calm and leave Mowbray free to mate 
w’th Isabel, and the best solution that I 
the author ran give seems crude and pun. I 
rile In these day’s of advanced stagecraft. ! 
Calm simply goes out and shoots himself l 
to death. 


Theodore Kremer is the greatest of the 
world's working dramatists—If rated by 
t.h© size of his output. Twenty-nine of 
his plays have been put on the stage 
within flvo years and most of them have 
stayed there iong enough to be business 
successes. But th«Hr quality? Oh. weK. ! 
they must be the best tn their class, else | 
he would encounter a rtealry which now i 
seems to be absent. H'.s latest Is "The 
Great Automobile Mystery." I was one 
of the few In an audience of nearly 4.000 
who didn’t laugh and yell with delight. 
The automobile that carries the mystery 
in this drama Is heavily loaded with ex¬ 
citements. In the first act. a good young 
w ife rides In Vt at midnight with an ex- j 
ceptlonally bad man. and when It comes 
out of a dark tunnel into bright moon-! 
light he Is hugging and kissing her. A 
tip has been given to her husband, and 
he goes there to l>© amazed that she 
should behave like that. 3o Is she Why 
ddfcs a modest woman transgress so bra¬ 
zenly? That Is the mystery. In the last 
act. after she has suffered pitiful vicis¬ 
situdes of poverty and disgrace, she goes 
automobillng again, unwtr.lngly a* before, 
with the same scoundrel, why? Once 
more she can't explain her conduct. This 
time, though, the husband is there for 
vengeance. The villain’s female pal bos 
peached on him. She has told the hus¬ 
band that bis wife’s destroyer is & hyp¬ 
notist who puts hts victim under a spell. 
A retributive pistol shot blows up the 
automobile, sparing the wife, but scatter¬ 
ing her companion all around. 

The audience wa« put wise by the au¬ 
thor early in the game. They saw* the 
Sven gal I man flx hla dreadful eyes on 
the TrlJby woman, crouch like a Jekyll 
turned suddenly into a Hyde, and paw* 
toward ber wlrh the ferocity of a leaping 
tiger. Then a big white light IHumlned 
her^ she quivered from head to feet, her 
features became rigid, and. with the 
stare and stride of a l^ady Macbeth when 
sleep-walk mg. she obediently followed the 
wicked spellbinder at hJs command. Then 
the toot of the automobile’s horn was 
heard outside, and we knew* that the poor 
creature was on her way to her destruc¬ 
tion Oh, but her hypnotic kidnaper was 
a lad one. I have never heard a stage 
scoundrel so hissed and booted a* he was. 
nor such w histles and whoops of glee as 
greeted his final demolition w*hen the 
mystery of the automoWle was exploded. 
In the* meanwhile he and h!s hirelings had 
aejarated the husband and wife, starved 
her in a garret, stabbed him wrtth a 
knife, thrown their angel child ln» front 
of n street car to ber uti over and filled 
In their spare time with minor deviltries; 
but the audience had seen all rhese crimes 
again and again in Kremer dramas and 
w*ere not much affected by them. They 
were sensitive to hypnotlo outrages, how¬ 
ever. and so the start and the flmsh of 
the new play were Its points of triumph. 
Krem*-r played his game both ways 
from the middle, and he won out.

Henry Codman # Potter. Episcopalian 
bishop of this diocese. Is president of the 
Actors’ Church Alliance of America, 
which soeelty ts "pledged to the promo¬ 
tion of the highest aim* of dramatic liter¬ 
ature and histrionic art on and off the 
stage’’ Joseph Jefferson, dean of Ameri¬ 
can actors. Is the first vice president. The 
Alliance has made this week w’hat It ad¬ 
vertised as "the first production of a play 
under the direction of the church in 700 
years." Tho play chosen for that ec¬ 
clesiastical distinction was "The Kings 
Highway," and it never had been acted 
before. Jt waa a woeful example of "dra¬ 
matic literature and histrionic art." and 
«* to religious or moral purpose It was all 
to tho bad. A tavern was the scene of 
two of the acts. A red-nosed urmv officer 
gulped down a bumper of brandy and 
sain: "Damme! that’s the real French 
stuff." A physician with a nosre redder 
still poured a full glass of rum Into him¬ 
self ^nd said: “New England sunshine, 
egad!" The gallant young hero arrived 
tiped and thirsty, refreshed his vim with 
a big mug of ale and paid: "That has 
saved my life." None of this drinking wa« 
done by way of deterrent leswon. No one 
dissented from the three drinkers' praise 
of the alcoholic beverages. Even the gen¬ 
tle heroine’s objection to some cham¬ 
pagne punch related exclusively to the 
small percentage of wine in It. The only 
condemnation of Inebriety was when an 
Indian asked for firewater and pro¬ 
nounced it "much good." Even then the 
censure was restricted to the red man. 
"Firewater rriuch good for paleface, - 
said the hero, "but damned, bad for In¬ 
jun." Good Bishop Potter. If he had 
been present, would have hardly approved 
the glorification of brandy, rum. ale ami 
wine, even though he had recently blessed 
the Subway Inn as a reformatory bar¬ 
room. 

Joseph Jefferson, had he been there, 
might not have found any cause for of- 
fenne In the tippling, for hasn’t he thrived 
half a century with Rip Van Winkle on 
schnaps? But surelv he would have re¬ 
jected a» baseless the claim of "his¬ 
trionic art" for the performance of "The 
King s Highway." no matter if tho Rev. 
Walter E. Bentley—who hnd been an ac¬ 
tor prior to becoming a preacher—did 
stand sponsor for It. Mr Bentley hod 
meant well. That needn't be doubted. He 
I* the organizer and promoter of the Ac¬ 
tors’ Church Alliance, and his efficiency 
Is shown in the list of honorary vice pres¬ 
idents which, as printed In the playbill. 
Includes ten doctors of divinity. Rut ?u* 
an uplifting stage manager he was out of 
his range, beyond his limit, away off his 
base. Professional representatives of the 
pulpit were in the audience by the dozens, 
as their clerical garb proved, and church 
members by the hundreds. Judging by 
their eminently respectable appenrance. 
The player folk were few and so far be¬ 
tween that they seemed awed In the pre>*- 
ence of the overwhelmingly staid major¬ 
ity-excepting eight vivacious soubrettes 
who sold programmes and flowers. 

The drama was Revolutionary, and so. 
of course, its plot was a British attempt 
to kidnap George Washington. The com¬ 
position was absurdly worthless, and the 
representation—by volunteering profes¬ 
sional players of fair ability but unpre¬ 
pared by adequate rehearsals— becw mo 
comic. The amused Actors In the audi¬ 
ence kept their faces politely straight, or 
smiled behind their hand* only, until even 
the clergy and laity began to see how 
ridiculous the performance was. and then 
the whole assemblage laughed oJmost 
unanimously. At one point the hero forgot 
the particularly Impulsive lines which h*> 
should have spoken in a burst of elo¬ 
quence, appealed In vain to the promptor 
and had to read them from the manu¬ 
script, which he had warily carried In his 
pocket At another point of Importance 
to the heroine, when with niad volubility 
and frenzied action she was denouncing 
the villain, a woman went down an aisle 
and held a big bouquet across the foot¬ 
lights Insistently The discomfited actress 
had to stop speaking while her mimic 
enemy handed the flowers to her, after 
which iheir relations became melodra¬ 
matically strained again; but her denun¬ 
ciation of him was lost In laughter. There 
wn* no decorum after that—not even 
when, at the end of tho play, the Rev. 
Mr. Bentley strode Into the scene—an ac¬ 
tor once more for a moment—and Joined 
the hands of the trlmpphant lovers.

A 
feud followed, which was carried Into 
the last convention of the Ancient Or¬ 
der of Hibernians. 

Search for Kelly has been made verv 
quietly, his disappearance being known 
to few’ persons. Police and other means 
baie failed to find trace of bint, and 
for some reason, which none would dis¬ 
close, there seems to be ground to be¬ 
lieve that knowledge of his fat* | a to 
be found In New' York.

Henry C. Hess war required >0 pay 
$15.20 damage by a verdict rendered in 
Judge O’Doherty’a court yesterday be¬ 
cause he struck little. Morris Hfymson 
what the jurors regarded was a painful, 
cruel and unnecessary blow. The de¬ 
fendant Is an undertaker at 353 Bast 
Market street and a man of means. The 
Hymson child, w'ho is but five years 
of age. Is claimed to have suffered for 
more than a w*eek from injuries at the, 
hands of Mr. Hess. The suit, which 
was for $5,020, was brought In the boy's 
name by his father. Joseph W. Hym¬ 
son, who was a tenant of Mr. Hess. 
Evidence was produced for the plaint¬ 
iff to show that he had received several 
cuts and bruises. 

On the other hand It has been the 
basis of defendant's contention that Mr. 
Hess is the victim of a trumped-up 
case; that he was only romping with 
the child, and that he struck him no 
more than n gentle slap In a playful 
manner The blow was struck after 
the child had pulled a bunch of grapes 
out of the bands of'Mr. Her*, who uw 
eating the fruit at the time. It waa 
admitted by both sides that there had 
always existed a decided companion¬ 
ship between Mr. Hess and the child 
before the trouble. Witnesses for the 
defense have stated from the first that 
Morris Hymson wa* seen to be playing 
around directly after he had been 
struck by Mr. Heats, and that he had 
been Intentionally kept Indoors by Mrs 
Hymson to make It appear that he bad 
been really Injured. The plaintiff’s tes¬ 
timony was to the effect that his in¬ 
juries were genuine and painful. J. T 
O’NeaT and Jacob Sotinger represented 
the plaintiff. 

Question Referred To Jury. 

A Jury will have to decide whether 
there was enough water In the fire cis¬ 
terns around Fifteenth and Rowan 
streets to control and extinguish the 
conflagration which destroyed the 
building of the Peaslee-Gaulbert Com¬ 
pany at that corner April 1, 1902. This 
is the substance of a decision rendered 
yesterday at Jottit session by Judges 
Shackelford Miller and S. B Kirby In 
the suit brought by the Orient and six¬ 
teen other fire lneuran<*e companies and 
the Louisville Lead and Color Company 
against the Louisville Water Company 
to recover about $ 120,000 of the loss en¬ 
tailed by that fire. The insurance com. 
panle* have paid the policies on the 
building, while th*» Louisville Lead and 
• pmv sustained partis 1 
of stock stored th»*re. The fire started 
In an adjoining building and fully fif¬ 
teen insurance men and other witnesses 
have deposed that the water ran out. 
leaving the firemen helpless to prevent 
the flames from spreading to the Peas 
le^-Gaulbert building. On the other 
hand, some fourteen firemen have 
sworn In behalf of the Louisville Water 
Company that they had ample water 
to fight the fire, and that If they had 
had all the water of the Ohio river at 
their command they could not have ex¬ 
tinguished the flame* when once the 
putty, paint and other stores of a like 
nature became ignited. This question 
will be tried in Judge Field's court.

JUDGE O’DOHERTY’S RULING. 


Ownership of three handsome mirrors, 
valued at about $600. which has b^n 
under contention for several years be¬ 
tween Mrs. S. J. Ferguson and Mr?. 
Katherine Martin, was decided yester¬ 
day morning by Judge Matt O'Doherty 
at Joint session, Mrs. Ferguson, plain¬ 
tiff in the case, was awarded the prop¬ 
erty or Its equivalent and $50 damages 
for aMeged wrongful detention. From 
first to last the contest was waged 
with much bitterness of feeling, which 
was even entertained as heartily by 
counsel on both sides as the principal* 
themselves. In November. 1889. Mrs, 
Ferguson sold her family residence on 
215 East Gray street to Judge W. P. D. 
Bush, compiler of the Kentucky Re¬ 
ports. for $ 10 , 0 W upon terms of $1,090 
cash and the rest in nffies covering a 
period of several years. In course of 
drafting the memorandum of sale at 
the residence Mrs. Ferguson remarked 
th^t she would have some trouble 
moving and named ns a reason the 
difficulty of taking tin mirrors. Judge 
Bush protested that he considered the 
mirrors part of the property because 
they were attached to the premises. Af¬ 
ter some discussion of the question 
Mrs. Ferguson and her son, W. F. Fer¬ 
guson. who was present, finally came to 
this view of the case and the- mirror* 
were considered to have been sold with 
the house. 

• ♦ ♦ 

Complications Arose. 

Later payment of the notes was not 
met and Mrs. Ferguson ^brought suit 
to enforce collection. A sale follow'ed 
and rhe house was bought in by Judge 
Bush's sister. However. Mrs. Fergu¬ 
son's lien was not satisfied and nnotner 
sale was ordered. At this point a pri¬ 
vate negotiation between Mrs. Fergu¬ 
son and Judge Bush resulted In the 
original owner agreeing to receive the 
property hark. She took possess.on 
May 10 , 1899, And set reveral men to work 
preparing the place for occupancy. 
Judge Bush’s family had vacated in 
March the same year. After Mrs Fer¬ 
guson gained possession movers under 
direction of Mrs. Katherine Martin 
went to the house and took a way th** 
mirrors. At the time Judge Bush owed 
Mrs. Mnrtin $3,890 and had given her a 
note for that amount. He sold her the 
mirrors from the house and received 
a credit of $600 against the note. Mrs. 
Martin stated that ?h" did not have 
the mirrors removed before Mrs. Fergu¬ 
son’s employes arrived at the house 
because she fc/ind no puce to put them. 
The question whs whether the mirror* 
remained a part of the prerrrDes or had 
become Judge Bush's personalty. 

Judge O’Doherty held that the prop¬ 
erty wti 3 attached to the premises and 
was therefore covered by Mrs. Fergu¬ 
son’s lien The mirrors, it Is pointed 
out, had been embraced in the deed 
by special mention. Judge Bush died 
while the oontrovery was at It* height 
and the defense has been contlued by 
his daughter. Mrs. Martin. Defendant 
will appeal. J. D. Reed represents th< 
plaintiff. 


Neglect of Duty Charged. 

Miss l>ma Richardson, public rchool 
teacher for district No, 12. which is in 
the vicinity of Mud creek, near the 
Bullitt county line, yesterday brought 
an Injunction suit against Mrs. Rosa A.

DEATH OF LESLIE ROMAN, OF 
MIDDLETOWN. 


Body Found Hanging On Wire Fence 
With Discharged Shotgun & 

Few Feet Away. ' 


Suspended upon a wire fence, with 
ghastly wound Jn his chest, the dead 
body of t/eslie Roman, of Middletown, 
was found yesterday afternoon at 4 
o'clock. A, href-oh-loading shotgun, 
with one barrel discharged, lay on the 
ground near the corpse, in such a posi¬ 
tion »? to indicate Its accidental dis¬ 
charge. 

Roman’s body was found by hl< fa¬ 
ther, who saw the body hanging on 
the fence and wetwi to the Kene t.o 
learn what It was. His attention was 
attracted to It froip his home, as the 
accident occurred In eight of the Ro¬ 
man house, three hundred yards dis¬ 
tant. 

Young Roman left his home early 
yesterday morning for a day's hunt, 
jml was not heard of ngaln until his 
dead body was found by h.1* father. 
The warmth of the body Indicated that 
the accident had occurred but a short 
lime before U u rs discovered, and It 
is rhe generally accepted belief that 
he was on his way home, and Jti climb¬ 
ing the fence avcldentally discharged 
the weapon, the charge taking effect in 
Jilz body.

The Boll Weevil Convention. 

The convention of Southern cotton 
planters, which met In Shreveport. La., 
on the 12 th., to consider the best means 
of exterminating or otherwise meeting 
the menace of the boll weevil, proved 
to be a good representative gathering 
and adjourned on the 14th., after very 
full discussion of that and other 
features of the crop, it happened, un- 
fort ur.urely in some aspects, that the 
convention met Just after the serious 
decline In the price of cotton, as the ef¬ 
fect of the Government estimate, which 
fixed the current crop at an excess of 
12 . 000.000 bales, the largest of record. 
This gave prominence In the meeting to 
the consideration of the danger of 
overproduction and the best co-opera¬ 
tive-measures to prevent, in the future, 
the raising of excessive crops and the 
consequent glutting of the market, 
with decrease of prices below remun¬ 
erative rates. It was a sudden revul¬ 
sion from the conditions which led to 
the calling of the convention. At the 
time the meeting was projected the In¬ 
dications pointed to but a normal crop, 
and the extension of the boll weevil 
area seemed such a menace to future 
production that it was deemed advis¬ 
able to confer as to the best means 
of getting rid of the pest or limiting 
Its field of operation, with a view to in¬ 
sure an adequate production in the fu¬ 
ture. But when the convention met, 
confronted with an overproduction, and 
prices offering little or 90 profit, the 
prime question shifted to one as to how 
the crop should be kept down to reason¬ 
able volume, Instead of being Increased. 
It was like that sometimes, though 
rarely, presented In Government fi¬ 
nance. to provide against a Surplus In¬ 
stead of a deficit. 

The first day of the meeting was de¬ 
voted to preliminary business In the 
matter of organization, addresses of 
Governors and desultory speeches. On 
the second day only Incidental mention 
was made of th£ boll weevil, and atten¬ 
tion was given chiefly to the best means 
of preventing overproduction, with a 
view of maintaining a remunerative 
price for the staple. There was general 
concurrence in the opinion that this 
could be best arrived at by a reduction 
of the acreage, and suggestions were 
made looking to general oo-operation 
through the .South to carry out some 
such plan, whenever Indications show 
It to be advisable. But all propo¬ 
sitions under this head were evidently 
tentative and extraneous to the orig¬ 
inal purpose of the convention. 

The la 3 t day was devoted to the boll 
weevil, and the discussion was spirited, 
developing for a time no little feeling 
In the antagonistic views concerning 
the best line of policy to pursue. A 
delegate from Georgia, voicing ap¬ 
parently the sentiment of the planters 
from regions not yet Infected by , the 
weevil. Introduced a resolution declar¬ 
ing that the only way to destroy and 
prevent the spread of the weevil waa to 
prevent the planting of any cotton 
within the infected section cf Texas 
or any other State or Territory where¬ 
in infected lands exist, for the next 
twelve months. This excited a spirited 
discussion, invoking weighty protest 
from the Texas delegates who showed 
no disposition to make such sacrifice. 
The resolution was finally tabled and 
a voluminous set of others were adopt¬ 
ed Th* substantial features consist 
in the recommendation of a reduction 
cf ac^age. the diversification of crops, 
adherence to the cultural methods 
recommended by the United States De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, and better 
laws for the protection of all insectiv¬ 
orous birds, their eggs and young 
They also recommend the inauguration 
of a vigorous campaign of education 
through the farmers, press, schools and 
colleges, and provide for a general 
Executive Committee for the organisa¬ 
tion of State and County Committees 
to carry out th* views of the conven¬ 
tion as thus expressed. 

The encouraging feature* of the 
convention are that It brought 
together a large and Intelligent 
r^preleuiatlor. of practical agri- 
cul turn lints engaged In the produc¬ 
tion cf cotton, rind led to a full and 
Lee interchange ».f views upon both tile 


Another Trial For Powers. 

A committee, of which Morris B. 
Belknap Is chairman; John Marshall, 
treasurer, and S. B. Buckner, Andrew 
Oow^.n and Basil W. Duke members, 
issues an appeal In behalf of Caleb 
Powers, and requests the Courier-Jour¬ 
nal to give It pubWcfty. It says: 

“Mr. Powers has been subjected to three 
trials and three appeals from the Judg¬ 
ments of the Circuit Court, all of which 
have been reversed. His case goes back 
now to be tried out from the beginning. 
The three trials and three appeals to 
which he has been subjected have ex¬ 
hausted all his means. His parents and 
other relatives have sacrificed everything 
they possessed for him, and he Is now 
wholly dependent on the fund that this 
committee may raise for his defens*. • • t 
Caleb Powers, while steadfastly maintain¬ 
ing his Innocence, has been confined In 
Jail nearly five years. We feel called upon 
to say that our sole purpose is to obtain 
«. fair trial for Mr. Powers, and a fair 
trial by an Impartial Jury is all that be 
demands. We believe the people of Ken¬ 
tucky will be satisfied with nothing less. 
To meet the necessary expenses of his 
fourth trial a largo sum is absolutely 
necessary. At the former trials, which 
lastod from five to seven weeks each, 
Mr. Powers was compelled to submit to 
trial In the absence of many of his wit¬ 
nesses. by reason of the fact that he had 
not the money to pay their expenses to 
attend. Many of these witnesses are very 
poor. and. while anxious to testify in the 
case, have not the means to do so at their 
own expense, living, as they do. at a dis¬ 
tance. yet their testimony Is of vital im¬ 
portance. Funds must be prodded to se¬ 
cure their attendance. This alone will re¬ 
quire a large sum of money. In addition 
to this expense, the stenographer s 
charges, costs of transcripts of testi¬ 
mony, expenses of interviewing distant 
witnesses, counsel fees and other expenses 
Incident to the trial will require, in the 
opinion of the committee, all that can be 
raised. The State can produce everything 
needed by It, and justice to Mr. Powers 
requires no less for him. • • • 

“The committee makes this appeal for 
a fund to pay the necessary expenses of 
this fourth trial, and will undertake to 
receive and disburse all contributions 
with the utmost care and fidelity. We 
hope for a fund sufficiently large to en¬ 
able Mr. Powers to obtain a trial that all 
fair men will say was fair.’ 

The Courier-Journal accedes to the 
committee’s request, not because it be¬ 
lieves in the Innocence of Caleb Pow¬ 
ers, but because, if he has not had a 
trial that all fair men will say was 
fair, It wants every vestige of an ob¬ 
stacle to such a trial removed. 

And in speaking of fair men it wishes 
it were possible to say that all intelli¬ 
gent men—indeed, aM men who are fair 
In most other matters—are fair in their 
attitude toward this case. Unfortunate¬ 
ly. <too many of these close their minds 
to any evidence that tends to convict 
Powers of the crime with which he is 
charged, and there is nothing to indi¬ 
cate that they will ever consider any 
trial fair which does not acquit the 
prisoner. 

It Is not with the expectation of sat¬ 
isfying this class that the Courier- 
Journal would see another trial of Pow¬ 
ers, so conducted as to be free from 
the criticisms that have been made of 
preceding trials, but because it wishes 
this case finally disposed of in a manner 
that shall conform to every canon of 
fairness as laid down by the members 
of our highest court. 

And surely it is time that this case 
were finally disposed of. Powers has 
now lain in Jail nearly five years, and 
he should either be restored to his lib¬ 
erty or pay the penalty of the crime 
for which he is arraigned. The day 
was when, under the passions that 
culminated In the murder of Goebel, 
honest men might have questioned the 
fairness of the conviction of those pros¬ 
ecuted for his murder, but that day 
ought now* to have passed. No honor¬ 
able man can desire the conviction of 
the innocent; no honorable man can de¬ 
sire the acquittal of the guilty. Not 
as Democrats or Republicans, but as 
members of society and .citizens of Ken¬ 
tucky, shall we not all unite In the 
demand and the determination that the 
innocence or guilt of Caleb Powers shall 
be, at the coming trial. Investigated In 
a manner that shall require its accept¬ 
ance by everybody os conclusive be¬ 
cause of its thoroughness and com¬ 
pliance with every condition of fairness 
as construed by our Supreme Court, 
whose function it is to construe such 
conditions?' 

That Is the spirit In which the Cour¬ 
ier-Journal will Insist on this trial and 
abUV? by Its result. Shall we hope to 
aay the some of those who, notwith¬ 
standing the evidence that has hereto¬ 
fore been adduced against Caleb Pow¬ 
ers, maintain that his arraignment Is 
the persecution of innocence rather 
than the pipseeutfoo of guilt? 


press, a paper in full sympathy with 
the Government n« “disappointing and 
Ineffective," and its recommendations 
“compromised, halting and impotent.*’ 
Such otrong language from a conserva¬ 
tive paper gives an idea of the intense 
feeling w'hlcth this case has elicited. 

It was taken for granted that Adolf 
Beck was identical with one John 
Smith, who had been convicted in 1877. 
There were four felony Indictments on 
file in which Beck was charged with 
conviction under the name of Smith. 
The prosecution did not proceed with 
these but on another charge, but it Is 
conceded that the offense for which 
he was convicted was committed by 
Smith. Beck's counsel offered to prove 
that he was not Smith, but the prose¬ 
cution objected, and this objection was 
sustained. This was equivalent to re¬ 
fusing Beck permission to prove him¬ 
self Innocent. The committee say the 
ruling of the Judge cannot be sup¬ 
ported. They add that Beck was oon- 
vieted “on evidence from which every¬ 
thing that told or might be thought 
to tell In hi* favor was excluded; his 
case was never tried.*’ 

Now. Just as bad rulings of court 
as this have often been made, and set 
aside on appeal. But Beck had no ap¬ 
peal except to the Home Office, in which 
resides the pardoning power in Great 
Britain. Beck did ask for a pardon. 
With reference to thl* the committee 
say: "It seems to us that even on the 
facts stated in the first petition the 
Home Office might have realized that 
there had been a miscarriage so grave 
as to call for Interference had they 
deemed themselves bound to look at 
the case with a fresh eye." But the 
case seems never to have got to the 
Home Secretary. “If there had been 
any one in the Home Office in the chain 
of subordination up to the Permanent 
Under Secretary, whose legal training 
had enabled him to convey In a min¬ 
ute the real nature of the miscarriage 
the attention of that official must have 
been attracted to the case in such a 
manner as to compel Intervention." 
There is no evidence that the Man who 
was Home Secretary at that time ever 
saw the paper*. They were elm-ply 
disregarded by subordinate clerks, who 
were incompetent, and w»ho probably 
cared nothing about the matter. 

It had been believed that Beck w'as 
the victim of a conspiracy to convict 
an Innocent man The report of the 
committee, which, in spite of Its dam¬ 
aging admissions. Is essentially a white¬ 
washing performance, refuses to accept 
this theory. The police were “perfectly 
correot,’’ It 1* said. The Government 
Solicitor had an Imperfect memory, but 
his intentions were honest. The Gov¬ 
ernor of the prison was guilty of neg¬ 
ligence, but It was not usual to do what 
he omitted. In spite of all this the 
committee Is compelled to say that 
"there Is no shadow of foundation for 
any of the charges made against Mr. 
Beck, or any reason for supposing that 
he had any connection whatever with 
them." 

The primary cause for the miscar¬ 
riage of justice, as the committee view 
it, is rather curious. Owing to the 
neglect of the Governor of the prison, 
who has since died, “the fact that 
Smith was a Jew w T a* not entered in 
his record of marks, though the doc¬ 
tor’s report was filed. Consequently, 
when, on the demand of the Public 
Prosecutor in 1896. the Identification 
marks of Smith w’ere obtained from the 
police, they contained no alluoion to 
the established fact that Mr. Smith w-a* 
a Jew* and Mr. Beck w'a* not." Mr. 
Beck was treated in prison as one pre¬ 
viously convicted, and the facts, say 
thfe committee, tend to create the Im¬ 
pression that identification marks are 
used only to secure the conviction of 
a prisoner and not to establish his In¬ 
nocence. Though the fact omitted was 
not before &hto court, being ruled 
out, it was known to the prison au¬ 
thorities and to the Home Office. 

The Beck case and others of like 
character have been used for the pur¬ 
pose of showing the necessity of a 
new Court of Appeals In criminal cases. 
The committee report that this Is not 
necessary. They say thaf there Is a 
Court for Crown Cases Reserved which 
can be made to serve If the law be so 
changed as to secure a review by It 
of every alleged mistake in law. This 
court is rarely u-sed and there is no 
way -to compel a Judge to make a de¬ 
cision In such a way that It may be 
submitted to this Court of Appeals. 
Practically, therefore, there is no Court 
of Appeals in criminal cases, and It Is 
upon this point that the recommenda¬ 
tions of tihe committee are considered 
very weak and unsatisfactory 

It Is worthy of remark ihat while 
this agitation is going on In Great Brit¬ 
ain in favor of appeals in criminal 
cases, a Judge of the Supreme Court 
| of the United States has been advo¬ 
cating the abolition of such appeals in 
j this country. This difference arises out 
(of the difference of the circumstances. 

1 In Great Britain the chief complaint Is 
of the conviction of Innocent men. In 
the United States the acquittal of guilty 
men is considered the most common 
grievance. But no change in our laws 
that would make possible, without ap¬ 
peal, such convictions as that of Beck 
would be supported by public opinion. 


THE SIMPLE L.IF&.

IV. 

SIMPLICITY OF SPEECH. 

PEECH is the chief revelation of 
the mind, the first visible form 
t-hat It takes. A* the thought, 
so the speech. To better one's 
life In the way of simplicity, one must 
set a watch on his lips and his pen. Let 
the word be as genuine as the thought, 
as artless, as valid; think justly, speak 
frankly. 

All social relations have their roots 
In mutual trust, and this trust Is main¬ 
tained by each man's sincerity. Once 
sincerity Is diminished, confidence Is 
weakened, society suffers, apprehension 
Is born. This Is (rue In the province of 
both natural and spiritual Interests. 
With people whom we distrust It Is as 
difficult to do business as to search for 
scientific truth, arrive at religious har¬ 
mony or attain to Justice. When one 
"must first question words and Intention* 
and start from the premise that every¬ 
thing said and written Is meant to offer 
us illusion In place of truth, life be¬ 
come?* strangely 'complicated. This Is 
the case to-day. There 1* so much 
craft, so much diplomacy, so much sub¬ 
tle legerdemain, that we all have no end 
of trouble to Inform ourselves on the 
simplest subject and the one that most 
concerns us. Probably what I have Just 
said would suffice to show my thought, 
and each one’s experience might bring 
to Its support an ample commentary 
with Illustrations. But I am none the 
less moved to Insist on this point, and 
to strengthen my position with ev- 
amples. 1 

Formerly the mean* of communica¬ 
tion between men were considerably re¬ 
stricted. It was natural to suppose that 
in perfecting and multiplying, avenue* 
of information, a better understanding 
would be brought about. Nations would 
learn to love each otner as they be¬ 
came acquainted; citizens of one coun¬ 
try would feel themselves bound • in 
closer brotherhood a* more light was 
thrown on what concerned their com¬ 
mon life. When printing was Invented 
the cry arose: Fiat lux! and with better 
cause when the habit of reading and 
the taste for newspapers Increased. Why 
should not men have reasoned thus: 
“Two lights illumine better than one, 
and many better than two; the more 
periodicals and books there are the bet¬ 
ter w*e shall know what happens, and 
those who wrlsh to write history after 
us will be right fortunate; their hands 
will be full of documents." Nothing 
could have seemed more evident. Alas! 
this reasoning was based upon the na¬ 
ture and capacity of the instruments 
without taking into account the human 
element, alw’ays the most important 
factor. And what has really come about 
is this: that cavilers. calumniators and 
crooks—all gentlemen glib of tongue, 
who know better than any one else how 
to turn voice and pen to account— 
have taken the utmost advantage of 
these extended means for circulating 
thought, with the result that the men 
of our times have the greatest diffi¬ 
culty in the world to know the truth 
about their own age and their own af¬ 
fairs. For every newspaper that fos¬ 
ters good feeling and good understand¬ 
ing between nations by trying to right¬ 
ly Inform ijts neighbors and to study 
them without reservations, how many 
spread defamation and distrust! What 
unnatural and dangerous currents of 
opinion set In motion! What false 
alarms and malicious interpretations 
of w’ords and facts! And in domestic 
affairs we are not much better in¬ 
formed than In ?orelgn. As to commer¬ 
cial, industrial and agricultural Inter¬ 
ests, political parties and social * ten¬ 
dencies, or the personality of public 
men, it Is alike difficult to obtain a dis¬ 
interested opinion. The more newspa¬ 
pers one reads the less clearly he sees 
In these matters. There a^i days when 
after reading them all and admitting 
that he takes them at their word, the 
reader finds himself obliged to draw 
this conclusion: Unquestionably noth¬ 
ing but corruption can be found any 
longer—no men of Integrity except a 
few journalists. But the last part of the 
conclusion fall* In Its turn. It appears 
that the chroniclers devour each other. 
The reader ha* under his eyes a spec¬ 
tacle somewhat like the cartoon entitled 
“The Combat of the Serpent*" After 
having gorged themselves with every¬ 
thing around them the reptiles fall upon 
each other and there remain upon the 
field of battle two tails. 

And not the common people alone 
feel this embarrassment, but the culti¬ 
vated also—almost everybody shares It. 
In politics, finance, business—even In 
science, art. literature and religion, 
there is everywhere disguise, trickery, 
wire-pulling; one truth for the public, 
another for the Initiated. The result is 
that everybody Is deceived. It ts vain 
to be behind the scenes on one stage; 
a man cannot be there on them alt and 


counterfeiters, speculators, rotten finan¬ 
ciers. for they bring under suspicion 
even the coin of the realm. Away with 
the makers of counterfeit speech, for 
because of them there is no longer con¬ 
fidence in any one or anything, and 
what they say or write 1 * not worth a 
continental. 

You see how urgent it is that each 
should guard his Ups, chasten his pen 
and aspire to simplicity of speech. No 
more perversion of sense, circumlocu¬ 
tion, reticence, tergiversation! these 
things serve only to complicate and be¬ 
wilder. Be men; speak the speech of 
honor. An hour of plain dealing does 
more for the salvation of the world 
than year* of duplicity. 


A WORD now about a national bias, 
to those who have a veneration 
for diction and style. # Assuredly there 
can be no quarrel with the taste for 
grace and elegance of speech. I am of 
opinion that one cannot say too well 
what he has to say. But It does not fol¬ 
low that the things best said and best 
written ire most studied. Words should 
*erve the fact and not substitute them¬ 
selves for It and make It forgotten In 
Its embellishment. The greatest things 
are those which gain the moat by be¬ 
ing said most simply, since thu* they 
show themselves for what they are; 
you do not throw over them the veil, 
however tnanfparent, of beautiful dis¬ 
course, nor that shadow so fatal to 
truth, called the writer’s vanity. Noth¬ 
ing so sfcrohg. nothing so persuasive, a* 
simplicity! There are sacred emotions, 
cruel griefs, splendid heroisms, pas¬ 
sionate enthusiasms that a look, a 
movement, a cry Interpret* better than 
beautifully rounded periods. The most 
precious possessions of the heart of hu¬ 
manity manifest themselves most sim¬ 
ply. To l>e convincing a thing must be 
true, and certain truths are more evi¬ 
dent when they come In the speech of 
Ingenuousness, even weakness, than 
when they fall from lips too well 
trained or are proclaimed with trum¬ 
pets. And these rules are good for each 
of us In his every-day life. No one can 
Imagine what profit would accrue to his 
moral life from the constant observa¬ 
tion of this principle: Be sincere, mod¬ 
erate, simple In the expression of your 
feelings and opinion*, in private and 
public alike; never pass beyond bounds, 
give out faithfully what is within you, 
and. above all, watch—that Is the main 
thing. 

For the danger in fine words Is that 
they live from a life of their own. They 
are servants of distinction that have 
kept their title* but no longer perform 
their function*—of which royal courts 
offer us example. You speak well, write 
well and all is said. How many peo¬ 
ple content themselves with speaking 
and believe that It exempts them from 
acting! And those who listen are con¬ 
tent with having heard them. So it 
sometimes happens that a life may In 
the end be made up of a few* well- 
turned speeches, a few fine books and a 
few' great plays. As for practicing 
what ts so magisterially set forth 
that Is the last thing thought of. 
And if we pass from the world of 
talent to spheres which the medi¬ 
ocre exploit, there. In a pell-mell of 
confusion, we *ee those who think that 
we arc In the world to talk and hear 
others ta’k—the great and hopele** rojt 
of babblers, of everything that prates, 
bawls, and perorates and. after all, 
find* that there Isn’t talking enough. 
They all forget that those w ho make 
the least noise do the most work. An 
engine that expend* all Its steam In 
whistling, ha* nothing left with which 
to turn wheels. Then let us cultivate 
silence. All that w'e can save in noise 
we gain in power. 


T HESE reflections lead us to consid¬ 
er a similar subject, also very 
worthy of attention; I mean what has 
been called ’’the vice of the superla¬ 
tive." If we study the Inhabitants of a 
country, we notice differences of tem¬ 
perament, of which the language show* 
sign*. Here the people are calm and 
phlegmatic; their spee h is jejune, lacks 
color. Elsewhere temperaments are 
more evenly balanced; one find* pre¬ 
cision, the word exactly fitted to the 
thing. But farther on—effect of the 
sun, the air, the wine perhaps—hot 
blood courses in the vein*, tempers are 
excitable, language is extravagant, and 
the simplest things are said in the 
strongest terms. 

If the type of speech varies with cli¬ 
mate. it differ* also with epochs. Com¬ 
pare Phe language, written or spoken, 
of our own times with that of certain 
other periods of our history. Under 
the oM regime, people spoke differently 
than a.t the time of the Revolution, and 
we have not the same language a* the 
men of 1830, 1848 or the Second Empire. 
I*n general, language l« now character¬ 
ized by greater simplicity; we no longer 
wear perukes, we no longer write In 
lace frills; but there 1 * one significant 
difference between us and almost all of 
our ancestors—and It I* the source of 
our exaggerations—our nervouene-sa. 
Upon overexcited nervous *j*:em«-an 4 
heaven know* that to nave nerve* Is 
no longer an aristocratic privilege!— 
words do not produce the same Impres¬ 
sion a* under normal condition*. And 
quite as truly, simple language does 
not :Office the iwan of overw'rought 
sensibilities when he tries to expres* 
what he feels. In private life, In public, 
in books, on the stage, calm and tem¬ 
perate speech has given place to ex¬ 
cess. The mean* that nove-Hrt* and 
playrlght* empldy to galvanize the pub¬ 
lic mind and compel It* attention, are 
to be found again in their rudiment*, in 
our most commonplace conversations, 
in our letter-w'riting, and, above all. In 


popular is not that w»hlch appeals to a 
certain cla?« of society ordinarily called 
the common people; the truly popular 
+ Is what Is common to all classes and 
«© unites them. The sources Of Insplra- 
4 tlon from whioh perfect art springs are 
Xj*ln the depth of the human heart, in 
the eternal realities of life before w'hlch 
all men are equal. Ajid the sources 
of a popular language must be found 
In the small number of simple and vig¬ 
orous forms w-hlch express elementary 
sensations, and draw the master lines 
of human destiny. In them are truth, 
power, grandeur, Immortality. Is there 
not enough In «uch an Ideal to kindle 
the enthusiasm of youth, while, sensi¬ 
ble that the eacred flame of the beau¬ 
tiful Is burning within, feel* pity, and 
to Che disdainful adage, Odl profanum 
vulgu*, prefer* this more humane say¬ 
ing. Mleereor super tunbam? As for 
me. I have no artistic authority, but 
from out the multitude where 1 live. 
I have the right to raise my cry to 
those who have been given talents, and 
ray to them: Labor for men whom the 
world forgets, make yourselves InleUI- 
gflble to the humble. *0 shall you ac¬ 
complish a work of emancipation and 
peace; so shaJ .1 you open again the 
springs whence those masters drew, 
whose works have defied the ages be¬ 
cause they knew how to clothe genius 
In simplicity.

No Evidence To Hold llim 
At Coroner's Inquest. 


THREE SHOTS WERE FIRED. 


OFFICER GILBERT STXLLTHINKS 
CALVERT MURDERED. 


NO CLEW TO PERPETRATOR. 


The Coroner's inquest into the death 
of Richard Calvert, held at the\ office 
of Dr. Harris Kelly yesterday morning, 
served to deepen the mystery surround¬ 
ing the case. Dallas Archer, w T ho was 
arrested Tuesday and held a* a suspect, 
W’as dismissed, there being no tangible 
evidence against him, but the testimony 
of all the witnesses Indicated not only 
that Calvert did not commit suicide, 
nor was he killed by accident, but that 
he w’as brutally murdered by some one. 

It developed during the Inquest that 
three different shot* were fired In the 
room where Calvert met his death, each 
varying widely In point of striking. One 
entered the door-facing about eight 
feet from the floor, another entered 
the wall behind the door about four 
feet from the floor and the other tore 
away Calvert’s stomach, indicating 
that at least two shot* W’ere fired in 
the room before Calvert was killed. The 
l ocatio ns of the tw’o shots in the wail 
and celling lead to the conclusion that 
there was a struggle between the dead 
man and some unknown adversary and 
that these shots were under stress of 
excitement. The Jagged hole In the 
door-facing was about the size of the 
muzzle of a No. 12 shotgun, and was 
blackened, showing that the muzzle of 
the weapon was held close to the pplnt 
of striking when the gun was dis¬ 
charged. 

• • • 

~~ Some Distance From Wall. 


The other charge of shot, w’hich was 
discovered Thursday by Louts H. Gil¬ 
bert, County Patrolman, and John 
Williams, a neighbor of Calvert, Indi¬ 
cates that the weapon from which It 
was 41 red was some distance from the 
wall. The shot had scattered over a 
apace twelve inches In diameter and 
was in such a location on the wall as 
to indicate that the shot w'as fired 
either from outside the house, through 
a window of the shed room .or that it 
was discharged from the shed room. 

The first Investigation of the Calvert 
cabin did not reveal the scattered 
charge, and the fact that it had been 
discovered was not knowm until County 
Patrolman Gilbert told of i-ts discovery 
at the inquest yesterday. The first wit¬ 
ness examined was John Velten, who 
was Acting Coroner w’hen the tragedy 
occurred. Mr. Velten said he had vis¬ 
ited the scene of the killing the day it 
occurred and found the body lying 
where it had fallen. He said he talked 
with Archer, w ho told Mm he heard the 
shots early Sunday morning and went 
Immediately and discovered the dead 
body of Calvert lying In the doorway. 
Mr. Velten said he examined the prem¬ 
ises and found blood all over the room. 
He turned the body over to the friends 
of the dead man for burial. 

Dr. Ernest Mellab>\ who lives near 
Calvert’s home, and was called to at¬ 
tend Archer's wife that morning, tes*ti 
fled that he heard of Calvert’s death 
and made a hurried Inspection, finding 
Calvert dead and beyond all human 
aid. He said the w'ound indicated that 
the charge of Shot ranged upw'ard. He 
thought It killed Calvert In&tantly and 
that he fell where his body w'as found 
later. He said he could not under¬ 
stand or explain how' the blood became 
scattered about the room and upon the 
door. When asked hi* opinion of the 
case he refused to answer, saying: “I do 
not Like to answer that." Coroner 
Kelly did not pres* the question, w'hich 
w’as objected to by W. Nick Vaughn, 
w'ho represented Archer.

In 
conclusion the resolution declares him 
an unworthy member of the Council. 

Butler's offense w’as a statement re¬ 
flecting on aldermen who had voted for 
the passage of an extension of the 
Northwestern Elevated Railway. The 
reflections against his col leagues were 
substantially withdrawn by Butler who, 
however, adhered to the true charges 
that bribery had been attempted In 
his own Case, the alleged Intended brib¬ 
er being General Superintendent E. C. 
Noe, of the Northwestern Elevated. 
The accusation of attempt to bribe !* 
being investigated by the grand Jury. 

Leaves Central University.

One of the Jurymen asked Dr. Mellaby 
if he believed the blood on the door 
could have flowed from the body of 
Calvert to where It was.

Wll 
Hama said he saw the blood over the 
room and on the outside wall, and 
thought It possible that the blood out¬ 
side might have been placed there by 
the dead man w'hlle he was falling in 
the doorway. 

William* also told of visiting Cal¬ 
vert’s deserted cabin Thursday In com¬ 
pany with County Patrolman Gilbert, 
and of discovering the third charge of 
•hot In the wall. He said the shot 
was fre**h, and «rlhat he found a num¬ 
ber of the shot on the floor. 

James Graham w’as the next witness 
and w’as questioned as to the previous 
character of Archer. He said Archer’s 
reputation was bad. and when asked 
In what way, he *aid he had heard of 
him serving a two-year tetm In th^ 
penitentiary, and that he had been in 
a shooting scrape. This statement waa 
objected to and ruled out. Mr. Gra¬ 
ham said he had never heard of any 
threats mad© by Either Archer or Cal¬ 
vert. He said Calvert was a quiet, 
law-abiding citizen, and always in Jolly 
mood. 

Louis H. Gilbert. County Patrolman, 
who made an Investigation of the case, 
testified regarding the condition of the 
room in which the killing occurred and 
a« to statement* made to him by Ar¬ 
cher after his arrest Tuesday after¬ 
noon He also told of discovering the 
third charge of shot m the wall, and 
said he thought It must have been fired 
from the shed adjoining the room in 
which Calvert’s bry w’a.s found, or 
from the outside through a window-. He 
based his cortclurlons on the manner 
In w'hlch the shot were scattered and 
the angle at which they apparently 
struck the wall.

Told About Archer. 


Mr. Gilbert said Archer told him after 
hla arrest that he^Vas at home w'hen 
the shots were fired %xnd did not hear 
them. Magistrate Velten said Archer 
told him he heard the *hot* and went 
up to Calvert’s house afterward and 
discovered the dead body. He said Ar¬ 
cher, while en route to Louisville, de¬ 
nied the killing or any knowledge of 
it, and said he believed Calveri’s death 
was due to an accident. 

J. L. Marshall, a cousin of Gal vert 
wa* placed on the stand, but wan not 
allowed to testify, hi* evidence being 
based on statement* made to him by 
others. 

Dallas Archer was the last wltne^ 
called and said he discovered the dead 
body of Galvert as he was passing th« 
house. He had been to the heme erf 
John Williams and was returning to 
his own home. He said w’hen he saw 
Gal vert's body lying In the door h<- 
called him several time* and. receiving 
iio answer, turned and walked back to 


Denver, Col., Dec. 17.—Chief Justice 
Gabbert to-day announced the decision 
of the Supreme Court to throw out the 
entire vote of three precinct* of Ward 
Five and one precinct of Ward Seven at 
the late election on the ground that 
gross frauds were committed In direct 
violation of the Injunction served upon 
the election of officials.

Through the action of the court In ex¬ 
cluding five Denver precincts from the 
abstract of returns to date Republican* 
will secure a solid delegation in the 
Legislature from the city and county of 
Denver, and will obtain control of both 
branches of the Legislature, w-hleh can¬ 
vasses the vote for State offices. 

On the face of the returns Alva Ad¬ 
ams. Democratic candidate for Govern¬ 
or. had a plurality of about 11 , 000 , but 
the Republican manager* assert that 
w’hen all fraudulent votes are eliminat¬ 
ed Gov. Peabody will have a plurality 
and will be reseated.

Hammonds of the Federal District 
Court, Memphis, Tenn„ died here to¬ 
day. after an Illness of four day* with 
pneumonia. Judge Hammond cAme to 
Now York about two weeks ago to at¬ 
tend a meeting of the McKinley Memo¬ 
rial Association, and decided to remain 
a few days for a visit with hi* daugh¬ 
ter. He contracted a severe cold early 
in the week, and Tuesday it developed 
into pneumonia. Judge Hammond was 
sixty-six year* of age. The body wlU 
be taken to Memphis fpr burial.

FIVE RARE OLD COINS. 

A Talisman That May Enable the 
Czar To Whip the Japs. 

[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.] 

Budapest. Dec. 7.—Bernard Tutnauer,- 
who Is widely known as a irious Jew, 
was advised by the Russian Consul 
General that the Czar "would be gra¬ 
ciously pleased t*o receive the talisman,, 
that Is the five old coins, offered him in 
September last." 

To the Courier-Journal correspondent 
Tutnauer stated whait follows: "On the 
3d of September I had a dream in which 
the kite Czar Alexander appeared to me. 
His majesty was much disturbed over 
the conditions of the war. "There is 
only one thing that can work a change,’ 
he 9aJd, "and despite the hardships 
your co-rellgionists suffer in Russia, 
you must help us. Send to my son the 
talisman you received from the miracle 
working rabbi. Its possession will 
chain victory to my son’s flag." 

"The talisman," explained Tutnauer, 
"oon&lsts of five curious old coins, the 
like orf which does not exist in the 
wide, wide world. I reported the dream 
to the authorities, and they reported to 
St. Petersburg. Thereupon the Russian 
Consul General subjected me to a long 
hearing and sent my story in full to 
Emperor Nicholas. Now i have been 
Informed that the Czar will be pleased 
to accept the coins, and there Is no 
doubt that Russia will extricate herself 
from her present difficulties as a conse¬ 
quence.” 

ALLOWANCE TOO SMALL. 


Young Duke Declines To Return Du¬ 
cal Domains To the State. 

[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal ] 

Berlin, Dec. 7.—Young Charles Ed¬ 
ward, Duke of Saxe-Coburg. a son of 
the late Duke of Albany, has informed 
the Diet that he will not ratify his re¬ 
gent’s treaty with thf Saxe Diet, which 
binds him to return to the state one- 
haLf of the ducal domains In exchange 
for a raise in salary. 

The refusal of his little highness un- 
valls a queer deal. Some thirty or fcfrty 
years ago, when Saxe-Coburg was in 
fear of annexation by Prussia, the Diet 
made a pseudo transfer of ,the state do¬ 
mains to the reigning Duke. "If we 
must be Prussians," he said, "we will 
at least prevent Prussia from swallow¬ 
ing up our goods and chattels." Duke 
Ernest accepted the gift, recognising 
the string tied to it. but the new Duke 
affects not to see the string. The Diet’s 
repeated demands for the return of do¬ 
mains. being futile, it finally offered a 
settlement, granting Carl Edward half 
of the properties signed over to his 
predecessor and promising to raise the 
ducal sail ary to 300,000 marks per an¬ 
num, $25,000 more than President Roose¬ 


velt gets. Srtxe-Uoburg nas no more in¬ 
habitants than the city of Newark N. 
J... but the little Duke thinks hts al¬ 
lowance too small. 

THE BLACK SEA FLEET. 

it May Find Itself Up Against a 
Serious Proposition.

Dec. 7.— Admiral 
Husny Pasha- has been ordered to form 
a squadron and proceed to the Black 
Sea. The new ironclad built In th* 
United Htates will be his flagship, while 
the rest of the American-built vessels 
will he used as dispatch boats.

PICTURES OF OCTOPUS 

That Attacked Diver Palmer Are 
Sent To King Edward. 
[Correspondence of tye Oourier-Journaf.] 
London, Dec. 7.—King Edward ex 
pects by the next mall from Cape Town 
a number of most Interesting photo¬ 
graphs. pictures of the octopus that 
attacked Diver Palmer thirty-flve feet 
below water outside Cape Town harbor, 
According to the dispatches. Palmer 
was fairly covered by the arms of the 
octopus when pulled to the surface, 
and the animal was captured In its en 
tirety. This Is a rare find, and the king 
cabled at once to preserve the curious 
specimen for the museum of natural 
History. At the same time Mr. Palmer, 
who had such a narrow escape, waa 
ordered to report in full on bis ex¬ 
perience. 

"I was going down the fifth time In 
the Eame spot," says Mr. Palmer, the 
diver, "and tt eeems to me now that 
the animal was lying in wait for me, for 
I had no sooner arrived at my place of 
employment, when it went for me, 
starting from behind a rock, and be 
fore I knew It one of my legs was en¬ 
circled by his slimy arms. While 1 
felt about me for a hatchet or knife, 
my left arm was attacked; I felt the 
suckers pressing against the flesh. As 
I know that an octupus has 120 or 
more suckers to each arm, my fright 
wo» boundless. Of course I immedi¬ 
ately rang the alarm signal and was 
pulled up." When Palmer appeared on 
the surface his whole body was cover¬ 
ed by the fearful animal. The body 
waa pulled Into the boat, or rather the 
two bodies were, and the men went to 
work with hatchets and knives to cut 
Ofn the octopus* arms. Its body has 
now been reconstructed and will soon 
be on exhibition here. Jt measures 
from tip of one arm to the tip of thei 
opposite arm. eleven and one-half feet. 
Palmer is slowly recovering. It was 
at first feared that he would die of the 
fright and excitement.

When or how* he had carried 
on any professional study no one knew, 
but his attainments, supplemented by 
hls quick wits, equaled the necessities 
of the period. Hls library at that time 
was said to consist of Poindexter’s Re¬ 
vised Code (of Mississippi Stale laws), 
a pamphlet copy of the acts of the last 
Legislature, and one volume of Black- 
stone on (.’rimes and Misdemeanors. No 
one ever saw' him poring over these 
books, but he probably spent many 
night hours at the work, for he was 
known to have their entire contents 
at hls tongue’s and finger’s ends.

But this was the beginning of his 
downfall. His star was setting and he 
did not know It. He had become one of 
a ring, he had allied himself with the 
banks and the rich generally, and hls 
power with the “plain j»eople“ was 
gone. “He was." says the historian, 
“no longer a lion whose roar had fright¬ 
ened the stock-jobbers in their dens, 
but a house cat purring about their 
slippered feet, to be petted and caress¬ 
ed. It was no longer ‘Plummet for the 
people.’ but ‘Plummer for* the banks, 
and the banks for Plummer,* and the 
combination slaughtered him.** 

In the election of that year he was 
signally defeated, and hls ambition, or 
hope, or courage, or all three, seemed 
to perish. He never afterwards sought 
a public office, he neglected hls profes¬ 
sion. and in a few years had lost all 
social standing. He fell Into the worst 
of habits, was known as a common 
drunkard, consorting only with the 
lowest companions. He died in Jack- 
son, In 1847, without a friend and in 
the direst poverty, and was burled by 
the town. There are not a few persons 
here w*ho remember seeing hlrn in hls 
last years of degradation, and wonder¬ 
ing how he could once have held high 
place and popular respect and favor.

It is saJd that 
the secret of hls mastery was hls thor¬ 
ough acquaintance with parliamentary 
law*, which rendered it possible for him 
to embarrass the House and mortify 
the members ..t hls will. He wjls re¬ 
elected to this position, time after time, 
the ablest men of the place and period 
having to give way to him. 

When, In 1S29. Plummer announced 
hlmsglf as a candidate for Congress, 
the most sulphurous language at a 
Mlsslssipplnn's command—which Is no 
small measure, by the way—could but 
feebly express the Indignation of the 
leading politicians of the State at the 
assurance of this Interloper. However, 
defying opposition ajid execration, he 
took the stump and won an easy vic¬ 
tory. Furthermore, twice again, in the 
face of opposition that no other poli¬ 
tician of the Btnte would have dared to 
encounter he appealed to hls friends, 
the people, and waa returned by them 
to Washington triumphant.

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THE DESIGN THAT WILL PROBABLY HE SELECTED. 


I NDIANAPOLIS. Lnd., Dec. 17.— 
[Special.]—Tbe monument that is 
to be erected in Indianapolis In 
memory of former President Ben¬ 
jamin Harrljon will be located on a 
plot of ground, 200 feet Ion# ar.d fifty 
feet wide, facing Ohio street, in front 
of the new United States pK/sl-ofllce and 
courthouse now In course of construc¬ 
tion. Several models have be«n sub¬ 


mitted to the committee having in 
charge the erection of a monument. 
The one most favorably considered is 
that of Rudolph Schwarz It repre¬ 
sents a figure of Harrison upon a ped¬ 
estal In a sitting posture. At a dis¬ 
tance of thirty feet on either hand are 
allegorical figures portraying Harri¬ 
son’s two vocations, that of a general, 
and th*dl of a statesman. In making the 
model the large, heavy central maos of 
the Federal building Is considered to be 
the coiJlia3tlng element in the dasljn. 


The committee has at ILs disposal for 
the erection o f the monument nearly 
$r.u,wu, a large part of which w’a* sub¬ 
scribed by Indlanlans. Believing that 
Indiana designers and sculptors should 
be permitted to compete In submitting 
models for the monument, a petition i» 
being circulated throughout the State, 
»he tlgners declaring it to be their be¬ 
lief that the work of designing and ex¬ 
ecuting the monument should go to In¬ 
dia ulan*— providing they are willing to 
submit designs in competition with the 
world on their merit.

Yazoo county telle to this day a 
iftory of Plummer’s first congressional 
canvass. It well Illustrates that com¬ 
bination of “cheek” arid humor that 
gave this adventurer—for such he cer¬ 
tainly was—so strong a hold on pop¬ 
ular favor. At the town of Benton. 
Plummer, with hls friends, put up at 
Ihe hotel kept by a Frenchman. M. 
Parlctott. They dined there and made 
free use of the bar. After the candi¬ 
date’s speech he returned to the hotel 
for his horse, and again there was gen¬ 
erous drinking all Around. Parisott had 
the bill In hls hand and attended Plum¬ 
mer to the door, intending to present It 
there, when the candidate called out to 
the watting crowd In words somewhat 
ns follows: “Attention.

A MAN WHO KNEW LORD BYRON. 


COLDEST PLACE IN THE WORLD. 


Plummer, being from Massachusetts, 
was once charged with holding aboli¬ 
tion sentiments. The manner In w hich 
he met the charge was characteristic. 
He caused a hard-bill to be secretly 
printed and circulated. In which he. 
Plummer, was charged on the author¬ 
ity of Gen. Arthur Fox, a well-known 
politician, with having admitted aboli¬ 
tion opinions, and further having aided 
in the escape of runaway slaves. Tb k 
caused a great excitement, Plummer s 
opponents eagerly seizing upon it as 
campaign material The wily candi¬ 
date then checkmated these with an¬ 
other printed declaration, this one 
signed by Gen. Fox himself, which de¬ 
clared that the hand-bill was a tinsue 
of lies, that Mr, Plummer waa thor¬ 
oughly sound on the slave question, 
and that be. Gen. Fox. as Mr. Plum¬ 
mer’s friend, was reads to personally 
chastise the a«uthc#r of the hand-bill If 
he would come furssttrd! The abolition 
charge was never heard of again. 

B*y the close of Plummer’s third 
term In Congress he was very power¬ 
ful, having secured full control of the 
party organization at Natchez, which 
city had held out longer than any 
other place against him. He was not 
rich, for he seemed never to have had 
the money-getting pan»lon. and hi® 
gains, which were often large, vveie 
soon dissipated. It was power. Indeed, 
the control and favor of hks fellow men 
which, this man craved, rather than 
fame or wealth. In 1826 he was so sure 
of this power, that he made out the 
party slate for Congre?*. for Governor 
and for State officers, with hls own 
name at the head o-f the ticket for 
United States Senator. This slate wtus 
Indorsed by the Natchez politicians, 
who advanced money for the campaign 
and sent out Piummer in a stylish ear-

S INCE the featherweight limit ho* 
been arbitrarily raised by recent 
ohampions from 122 pounds, ring¬ 
side. until It has now reached 132 
pounds, a* agreed for the coming contest 
of Britt and Nelson, the little "scrappers'* 
of class who can really make the weight, 
are overjoyed at the praspeot of having 
the way cleared for their advancement up 
the pugilistic ladder of fame. 

On the other hand, the serious ques¬ 
tion among the boxers In the higher 
weight elft*«es is whether If the "feath¬ 
ers" continue to advance the weights in 
the same proportion a* they have in the 
past four years they will not gradually 
reach the welter or even middleweight 
limit. The thought has even given Jefftie* 
it shiver at the prospect of what may be 
accompUshed by natural growth 

Bevond thl*. however. Is a. fnf more 
serious thought for the "lightweights 
tlu-mselve* and that Is the matter of 
whether. l»y txmtln-ued battling and train¬ 
ing to reach the muon higher weights 
than the generally accepted limit for that 
class the physical nature of a boxer will 
not dually reach (hat pOlM where it wU 
be lrhpossible to ngnln reduce to 122 
pounds, ringside In such case those who 
fight almost continually at ten pounds 


above the scale must eventually be forc¬ 
ed into heavier classes 

tfuoh a result came to Terry McGovern 
and Young Oorbett. and will undoubtedly 
affect Nelson. Who. however, at present 
seems to have no difficulty In renchlng 
125 pounds, and poaesWy U*ss. 

Among aCl the bantams and "feathers" 
of recent years who lmv« gained any 
prominence In the ring, Jimmy Barry 
and George Dixon may ha olted as the 
most notable exceptions amo.tg those win 
later have advanced through m turn) 
growth to a class of higher weights. In¬ 
deed. there are so few boys who have 
the early and natural strength of these 
midgets and who do not Increase In 
weight with years that they can be count¬ 
ed on the fingers of one hand. 

McGovern la** strong claims on the 
feather weight championship since he wa* 
never defeated at the weight, yet he will 
probably never again be able to reach 122 
pounds and enter the ring In the form 
at which In* gained the tlt>. At no lime 
since has the championship at the weight 
been contested. 

Among the Itg9itweights the Mine Is 
true. Lavigne and Erne fought at 135 
pound* And Gans and Erne at 1W. and 
since these contests none have made tho 
weight of 133 pounds at ringside 

That Brttt and Nelson should now bat¬ 
tle at one pound under the lightweight 
limit, and for a championship at e.evon 
pound* lower is evidence that ine ques¬ 
tion of weights and classes is *adly in 
need of revision. 


RECORDS MADE ON EASTERN TRACKS 

Six New Marks Are Registered By the Thoroughbreds 
and Two World's Records Are Equaled. 


T horoughbreds lowered six and 
equaled twx> records on the Amer¬ 
ican turf this year, and four of 
tlvcwe new record*; are held by 
horses who ran in the colors of H. B. Dut- 
yca. According to the figures Just pub¬ 
lished by the Chicago Racing Form, there 
were twelve new records established lost 
year and one tie. but cartful analysis of 
the Individual performances of this yo*r*s 
reoord-breakerw I* found to produce a de- 
oided improvement In the stamina nnd 
weight-carrying ability of the new horses. 

The first record of 1994 to be broken was 
hung up by H. B. Duryea’a phenomenal 
two-yeaf-old filly Tanya, by Meddkr— 
1 landwpun, when on May 12, at Morris 
Park, she ran four and one-half furlong* 
down the Eel Ipse course in :61 3-5. Thl* 
performance was two-fifths of a second 
better than the world’s record for this 
distance straightaway, set by P. J. D-ur- 
yea’s two-year-old colt Htandprens. over 
the same course, on May 36. 1897. Hand- 
press, who was a son of Hanover—Pomo¬ 
na. carried 100 pounds, while Tanya pack¬ 
ed seven jioundj* more. 

Mr. Duryea's great filly. Artful, by 
Hamburg—Martha II., who won the Fu- 


-v- 

turlty. the Great Filly Stake* and th# 
White Plains Handicap, was another 
record-breaker. It was in the White 
Plains Handicap, exclusively for two- 
year-olds, at three-quarter* of a mile, 
or rather tho full length of tho Eclipse 
course, that she ran tho distance In 1:09. 
This occurred on October W>, and Artful 
carried tha crushing impost of 130 pounds, 
her performance reducing by tbroo-quai- 
ters of a second .the previous record of 
1:0k*. made hy John Boden’* Firearm, 
who carried 120 pounds in tho Manhattan 
Handicap on October 2. 1890. Artful * 
burden on thb? occasion was four pounds 
greater than over before allotted to a 
winner or a placed horse in the White 
Plains When Firearm made his record he 
was a four-year-old, which made Artful'* 
achievement All the more roinorkable. 

Irish Lad was the third record-breaker 
In the Duryea stable. With 12« pounds 
on hj back the famous son of Candlcmu* 
—Arrow'gras* won the Advance Stakes at 
Sheep*hi'Ad Bay on June 25. running the 
mile and thrcc-elghths In 2:17 3-5. By 
thl* performance Irish Lud !>u>cceedod in 
breaking a record that had utood for ten 
years, for In a free handicap run itt 
Washington Park. Chicago, on July », 
1894. Sublne. A tour-year-did non of Ros- 
fdTvgP*n— 1 Llssle Stone, ran the distance, 
with KV pound* up, in 2:1$V Irish Lad, 


therefore, carried seventeen pounds more 
and ran one and three-twentieths of a 
sehond faster. 

Broomstick, the threc-year-old eon of 
Ben Brush—Elf. who was the star of 
(?aj¥t. R. 8 . Brown’s Stable. eaUDed a sen¬ 
sation in the turf world when In winning 
the rich Brighton Handicap at the* Bt ict 
track lost July h- creat'd « new world’s 
record of 2:02 4-5 for a mile and a quarto'’. 
The best previous record wa* 2:03 1*5. 
made b>* J. B. Huggln’a famous \Yaterb >y 
In the same event In 1903. But Broom¬ 
stick's performance, all things consider d. 

: could not be fav«»rably compared with 
' that of the Watercress champion, for the 
(latter carried 124 pound* •* u four-tor¬ 
oid. or two pound* loss, than regular scil'? 
weight, while Broomstick, ft thrae-yeir- 
old. picked up fi'4 pound*, Ga pound* un¬ 
der the scale. 

The record for a mile und five-six¬ 
teenth*. which had stood for thirteen 
years, was smashed at Westchester on 
October 3 when the three-yrar-uld Os¬ 
trich, by Onh’T—Plumage, owned by G. L.

LAUDAMAN STRING ARRIVES. WHAT SPORTING CRITICS SAY.

B ASEBALL fans, rtn a rule, would 
rather heat* the merry crack of 
the bat and the swish of the ball 
than read baseball politic* or 
listen to rows among the owners of the 
dlub*5, but here are a few feet* for the en¬ 
thusiasts of tho game who read the 
Courier- Journal which will be of interest 
to them because It explains for the Brat 
time a matter which has been extensively 
Talked about and which may cause « war 
between tho American and National 
leagues on one side and the National As¬ 
sociation of Minor Leagues on the other. 

This is In regard to the draft rule sug¬ 
gested by the minor association, and 
about which ninety-nine fans out of a 
hundred know' nothing: in fact more than 
half of the baseball magnates themselves 
have only a vogue knowledge of the pro- 
post d law. end outside of Garry Herr¬ 
mann. chairman of tho national commis¬ 
sion. and George Tebeau, chairman of the 
board of arbitration of the minor asso¬ 
ciation. very few thoroughly understand 
yvhat the proposed change Is. 

The amendment briefly provides the fol¬ 
lowing scale of prices for drafted players: 
CUui* AA drafting price shall be $1,500. 
atnd onlv om« player can l>e drafted from 
one club; Class A. $1,000 and one player; 
Claw? B, STrib and two player*; Cla*s C. 
ftfoo and no limit on numl>er of players; 
Clan* V and all others, and no limit. 
• • • 

This drafting rule, or rather the na¬ 
tional agreement of which tt will be a 
|iart, If adopted, is the backbone of the 
game of basebult. because it protects the 
cheeper clubs and prevents the clubs with 
plenty of money from securing all the 
best players. WliLle It sounds queer to 
buy and sell players as slaves were for¬ 
merly bought and j*old. the pi a vers them¬ 
selves know that thte method is the only 
one which can keep baseball alive and 
make the clubs of practically even 
strength, for ball players are but human, 
and If this agreement did not exist the 
best ball players would certainly jump to 
other club* which offered them a substan¬ 
tial Increase In salary, and the entire 
basel*iII world would soon be in a chaotic 
condition. 

Regarding tbla new draft rule, which 
■will be decided on at the meeting of the 
National Commission in Cincinnati on 
January 9. It Is the writer's opinion that 
It will 1 m* a splendid thing for both the 
big leagues nnd the minors. At present 
the big leagues are paying to the Amer¬ 
ican Association, for instance, $750 for 
euch player drafted. One-half of this 
money, or $375 for each man. is paid down 
when the player *.* drafted, and the re¬ 
maining $375 is paid to the club from 
■which be Lh drafted on June 1. provided 
the player make* go«kl and the major 
league • lub so drafting desires to keep 
him. 

» * • 

Statistics will show* that about one 
player out of each eight drafted makes 
good and l* retained by the big leagues. 
Taking this average as a basis. It Ih read¬ 
ily understood that a major league club 
which drafts eight players from the 
American Association, for Instance, pays 
down $3,000, and then when on*; of inrao 
playel 


be retain-d. at n handsome sabin*-, $375 
additional is p3id for him on June 1. and 
The other players are turned back to the 
clubs whence they came. 

Thus, under the draft rule which now* 
exist*, the big league clubs are practic¬ 
ally paying to the American Association 
for example, $3,375 for each of the good 
player.- whom they’ secure from this or¬ 
ganisation. 

There are now 11*6 minor league clubs 
which belong to the National Association 
of Minor Leagues, and while those clubs 
develop the future material for the big 
leagues there are only sixteen major 
league clubs, or eleven minor league chibs 
to each big league club, which can draft 
players from the minor organisation 
• • • 

According, to the proposed amendment, 
any big: league dub would be able to 
draft eleven players, and these major or- 
ganiznfli’he would not have to pdy one 
penny until May 1 of tho playing year. 
In the event that one man out of these 
eleven experiments showed desirable 
qualities tho drufting club.* would only be 
•impelled to pay from Sl.oOO in the Tins* 
A A leagues down to $400 In the Clara D 
league*. nn:I all the other pia.\er* would 
h* ’©turned to the clubs from which they 
w.*rr? drafted. i 

This explanation is given In order to 
* wvv il; equity of the new arrangement 
anti It would bo a man of little knowledge 
<*t baseball wiio could not understand 
how tooth rh 1 - majors and the minors 
would lve boneflted. 

By tlw new arrangemwirs the big 
longues would pay only for rii* players 
they really want-id, after these players 
had t een tried out anil fvaud to be 'ma¬ 
terial worth the money. 

On the otlnr hand tho minor league 
ci.il* would be amply protected because 
they would receive a fair compensation 
for each player r«K**n from them nnd 
their chi>* would not be riddled u** th- 
Loulsvllle dub ho? seen for two vears by 
the win i£ink drafting of tfh^lr mdn.

J*'Ulsv lie fans wen rcmcnrrtxu* Fee** the 
Colonels were broken up by the drafting 
of F.ahorty, fJanzel, Drinkle, Oil well, Tan- 
n^liLll and dos^.w* of others—a pnx-eedhlg 
which George Tebeau vra« absolutely pow 
erlees to prevent because of thy existing 
national sgreenum;.

He i»wd the 
Fitzsimmons shift about six time* a min¬ 
ute, but even with that he never reached 
a vulnerable spot on Britt’s anatomy. 
He couhl not get to Britt’* jaw at nil. 

Britt ue*5t» <l crouch unlike that ii«ed 
by any other boxer. He stands ftdrly 
straight, but drops hi* head forward. Hi* 
left arm Is held close to his *!<le. his 
right hand is Just below hie ohln. In posi¬ 
tion for either a guard or a swing. ILs 
left shoulder la shrugged up to cover his 
jaw. His body 1* drawn In. That leave* 
only his forehead and the left aid*' of 
hJa face open to a blow. Martin Oinole 
bruised tBrtrt’s l«*ft eye and cheek bone, 
but that was all the damage he w’as able 
to inflict In rwcnty-flve round* 

Britt’s left hand is very effective. H«* 
uses it more at dose range than at long 
range fighting. Th t . smash that settioj 
Brito wh* a left-hand hook In the stom¬ 
ach. 

The right hand he uses U»*s often than 
the >ft. and usually swings or hooks it 
for the chin. He has a good r!-ght. / 
When Brtt! Is In du«iger he can light 
cleverly. Willie Fitzgerald knocked him 
down bird. At that time Fj-tx had a wal¬ 
lop that Hpelled "finish” whenever it 
landed. Britt took the count and came up. 
W!!l!e rushed at him, intent upon ending 
the battle right there. 

But Br tt slipped away or blocked hi* 
swing*/ and In a minute or so was fight¬ 
ing an fast as ever. He protected him¬ 
self so skillfully after that punch thut 
Fltz wasn’t ab> to hind another like it 
during the twenty rounds, and Britt out¬ 
pointed him far enough u> safely Cvarn 
the decision 

If Britt finds that Nelson’s rushes are 
dangerous he will know' ht*w to protect 
himself. 

• • • 

A special from San F'rancfsco rays: 
Most of the fight experts here have al¬ 
ready visited both the Britt and Ne'.son 
camp*, and have watched the men In ac¬ 
tion. Here are some of their opinions: 

Henry Harris, manager of the Sun 
Franoieco BaaebaM club: "1 have made a 
bet of $100 to $70 that Britt wki win. 
That’s how I think the fight will go. ’ 
Tommy West, ret'red middleweight; 
"From a betting stomtpolm I think it Is 
a toss up. 1 wouldn’t give a cent either 
w'ay. I don’t look for a knockout" 

Jack Wolf: “I will have to go with Nel¬ 
son. They say Britt is coming Well, ho 
I s Nelson"’ 

Harry Leap: “I bet on Nelson to beat 
Corbett and I must bet on him to whip 
Britt He certainly' made a far bettor 
showing against Corl»ett than Britt did ” 
Mat firkin, who lust $3,000 on Cot belt 
last month: ”1 backed Corbett to whip 
Britt and backed itirn to beat Nelson, but 
I’ll have to go Britt to win this time. I 
think Britt will win clear off He Is far 
too good o fighter for Nelson.” 

Munnle. the handlcapper: "They figure 
to run a dead hrat. but Britt lo<*k< u 
shade the best.” 

Native son wnUmtnt here will make 
Britt as «drong u favorite a* 10 to 7 or 
1(» to 6. but fair-minded men who know' 
the game ray that even money will be 
nearer the merita of the two men.

Brilt Is well pleased with the weignt 
question, and at the figure agreed iqs>n 
he should have little difficulty In reducing 
Ills avoirdupois. Were the Sen Francisco 
boy compelled to reduce to the weight re¬ 
quired for the Corbett battle his friends 
would be rather skeptical regarding the 
result. However, they feel confident that 
he will be as strong aa a bull when he 
tackles tho battling one. and that In their 
opinion Is all that Is necessary to assure 
a victory for the Californian. 

Reports from San Francisco give the In¬ 
formation that Britt has changed his tac- 
tlca considerably since he fought Corbett, 
and t* much more aggressive than lu- 
ever was before in hi* career This he 
showed to a great extent when he fought 
Guna. Instead of letting the negco do 
the fighting, as was looked for, Britt did 
much forcing on his own account, with 
the result that he wore the colored man 
down with his terrific wallops. 

As for Nelson, his style i* th** same al¬ 
ways. Ho knows but one thing, and that 
!* to fight life mothod Is not unlike that, 
of Britt, and when these two fighting 
machines come together there will cer- 
tdlnly^be some damage, and fhe machine 
that stand the punishment the longer 
will probably get the money. Nelson 
like Britt y* a young fighter who seems 
to improvAwlth every encounter. He t* 
now In theW-sl of condition, and whether 
or not he .«\ble t«* conquer such a clever 
man as Britt he will surely give tho Cali¬ 
fornian one of the hardest battles of hie 
career. 

Britt Is a slight favorite in the betting 
on the* result of the battle While th*»ro 
have been few wager* placed on the fight 
up to date. Britt Is quoted at 7 to 5. The 
native aon has the cal! with the big 
’Frteoo sports, but there will be a good 
many who will take the short end before 
the men enter the ring. 

Having Just emerged from the battle 
with Corbett. Nelson is In good shape, 
and onlv light routine training with 
plenty of boxing will fit him for the fray.

(his *hnw ng I* due almost wholly to '-hang**

and of cotton. The value of import* resulted 
$95,167.(159. which is close to the maximum 
for any month 11 mi compares with a total of

cos), the rising level of railroad earning*, the 
Increased movement of Corn, the urgent de¬ 
mand for vessel room f*r coming export* of 
that commodity and of cotton, the high level 
of bank clearings through ute country, th* In¬ 
crease In the Dnufsvlll* and Naehville dlti- 
dend and the new control of the consolidated 
Fere Marquette system have all conduced to 
further the feeling «>f confidence
